REORGANIZATION OF PRIVATE ENTERPRISE EXPECTED TO HELP REVOLUTION 
Meetings With Businessmen 

Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 2 Feb 82 p 8 

[Article by David Eduardo] 


[Excerpts] The Central Cammittee departments for Economic 
and Social Policy and for the Productive Sectcr sponsored 
a series of meetings with small businessmen in Luanda 
Province, to hear about the most pressing probiems and 
concerns in this area to activity, so as to arrive at the 
best ways and means [to enable this sector] to contribute 
more fully to the development of the national recon- 
struction process. 


Central Cammittee secretaries Roberto de Almeida and Pedro Pacavira led the 
meetings with the small businessmen. As the secretaries stressed, we must 
Organize our life in all spheres of activity, both state and private. The 
party and government of Angola are not against private enterprise or the 
existence of small business. In view of the problems confronting the country 
at this time, private business can play an active part in solving many of the 
shortages with which our people are struggling. 


If private enterprise is to make an active contribution, however, it is neces- 
Sary to promote organization, which means placing responsibilities on the 
agencies of the ministries directly involved with small business. 


Many of the small businessmen who spoke during the three meetings declared that 
they have always demonstrated their readiness to perform their professional 
tasks properly. However, the lack of support from competent agencies, which 
often prefer to supply their "friends," has caused the imbalance among various 
private activities that are directly interrelated. Parallel markets have 
appeared and, with them, the cost of living has increased. 


The series of meetings, held in the Atlantico, Sao Joao and N'gola movie 
theaters, were attended by thousands of residents of Luanda Prowince, in bus- 
iness as tailors, hairdressers, cabinetmakers, truck and taxi drivers, tradesmen, 





greengrocers, fishmongers, fishermen, small farmers and so on, and immediately 
opened broad prospects for the organization of the private sector. This or- 
ganization will make it possible to wage a concerted war against shady acti- 
vities, specifically black marketing and speculation, negative phenamena that 
could jeopardize the jrogress of our revolutionary process. 


From these meetings, it is clear that greater support must be given to the 
private sector; once organized, it can help to solve many of the problems that 
affect our daily lives. In the meeting at the Sao Joao theater, Pedro Pacavira 
noted that legislation is already being drafted to regulate private activity 
in the area of domestic commerce.

[Text] The elevation of our country's working masses, the improvement of their 
conditions and standard of living has been a constant concern of the central 
leadership of our party, the guiding force of the Angolan nation. 


It was in this context that Camrades Roberto de Almeida and Manuel Pedro 
Pacavira, Central Committee secretaries for econamic and social policy and for 
the productive sector, recently held meetinas with individuals engaged in 
Private activities in Luanda Province.

I hope that, after this direct hearing, these individuals will be 
given greater support and that this same support will really serve to minimize 
the people's problems and not to feed the black market.

MALANJE BLACKOUTS EXPLAINED--A note has reached our desk from SONEFE (National 
Association for the Study and Financing of Overseas Undertakings, SARL), 
explaining that the breakdowns and frequent power outages, mainly in Malanje 
Province, are related to insufficient inspection and repair of the lines con- 
stituting the distribution network in the Cacuso and Malanje regions. SONEFE 
notes the lack of adequate technical means, basically transport means, as 
behind the failure to correct the irregularities. In the specific case of 

the Malanje region, the equipment at the substation is in a poor state of 
repair and is due for a general overhaul; there are plans to replace nonfunc- 
tioning circuit breakers. As a similar situation exists in the substation of 
Cacuso (municipio in Malanje Province), according to SONEFE, "the basic 
problem is one of putting the Malanje transformers in service, alaqmg with 

full rehabilitation of the 100-kv Cacuso/Malanje line." SONEFE cmsiders ground- 
less the claims by ENATEL (National Telecommunications Enterprise) in Malanje 
regarding the irregular functioning of the microwave system, since the problem 
of interprovince communications does not depend on it. "Although the large 
number of power outages could affect the functioning of that communications 
system, those installations are usually equipped with generators or other power 
sources which automatically go into service to keep the system in continuing 
operation,” the SONEFE note added.

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HABRE'S GROWING MOMENTUM STRESSED

THE COMPLETE reversal of OAU poli- 
cy, at the meeting of the ad hoc committee 
on Chad, at Nairobi in mid-February, was 
not unexpected, but nonetheless aston- 
ishing. The magnitude of the consequ- 
ences for Chad cannot be underestimated 
and the audacity of the switch in policy is 
almost disarming. Effectively the decision 
to acknowledge the importance of the 
rebel Hissen Habre’s position in the cur- 
rent phase of Chad's history, at the ex- 
pense of Goukhouni Weddeye — now, 
seemingly considered little more than a 
faction leader — leaves in its wake a series 
of attendant ramifications. 

In so far as the OAU has an active role to 
play in Chad, it has rendered Goukhouni’s 
leadership of the GUNT nominal, !eaving 
Goukhouni to stalk out of the Nairobi 
meeting before it finished muttering be- 
trayal and hinting that he might look to 
Libya for help. Hissen Habre, sure in his 
knowledge that he could be at the doorstep 
of N'Djamena were it not for his decision 
to hold back to avoid antagonising the 
OAU, is quietly delighted and confirms 
Goukhouni's disappointment by welcom- 
ing the OAU decision as an “enormous 
victory for the Chadian people”. France, 
which had re-entered the Chadian scene on 
the coat-tails of the OAU initiative — 
having encouraged the latter initially — 
now finds its Chad policy in tatters. The 
OAU, while finally acknowledging reality, 
has left it late enough to risk looking 
foolish. Finally, even a superficial under- 
standing of Chad's tortuous past will show 
that not only 1s Chad back to square one, 
but that 1% can look forward to a depress- 
ingly uncertain future. 
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The shifting alliances that have so char- 
acterised Chadian politics in the last 17 
years of civil war have not only been 
contagious but have sucked in foreign 
powers to whom the essentials of Chadian 
politics are beyond comprehension; the 
OAU is the latest and most prominent 
victim. | 

So, what was the decision of the Nairobi 
meeting of the ad hoc committee? How is it 
that Habre has turned the tables? To what 
extent has the Nairobi meeting prepared 
the ground for a formal diplomatic shift 
and even practical assistance to Habre? 
And, whither Chad, post-Nairobi? 

The Heads of State of Kenya (the 
current OAU Chairman), Nigeria, — 
Guinea, Zaire, Zambia and the Central 
African Republic met in Nairobi ostensibly 
to discuss the maintenance of the peace- 
keeping force in Chad. In fact, they went 
far beyond this by setting out a schedule 
for a ceasefire, negotiations and elections. 
The Committee invited the parties to the 
Chadian conflict, unnamed but clearly the 
Goukhouni Weddeye’s Transitional Gov- 
ernment of National Unity and Hissen 
Habre’s Forces Armées du Nord, to apply 
a ceasefire on midnight, February 28; to 
begin negotiations for national reconcilia- 
tion on March 15. A Provisional Constitu- 
tion is to be drawn up and then presidential 
and legislative elections are to be organised 
between May | and June 30. On this last 
date, M. Edem Kodjo, the OAU Secre- 
tary-General, announced that the mandate 
of the OAU peace-keeping force would 
terminate. 

Goukhouni left the meeting before the 
end — he had only attended reluctantly 








after a last-minute decision. On returning 
to N'Dyamena he attacked the OAU 
violently, saying that Chad would not 
become an OAU Protectorate and that the 
solution was a military one: hence no 
negotiations with Habre. 

The OAU’s decisions have been guided 
by two over-riding factors. First, is the cost 
of the peace-keeping force. It has already 
been set at $163m. M. Kodjo appealed to 
all OAU members to participate in financ- 
ing the operation and said that a scale of 
payment for OAU member states would 
soon be worked out. Secondly, it was clear 
that the OAU Heads of State in the ad hoc 
committee realised that Habre had been 
seriously underestimated and that Gouk- 
houni had been overestimated. Three 
months ago, there was little evidence to 
suggest that Habre would be able to sweep 
through two-thirds of the country almost 
unopposed. 

The committee has for some time sug- 
gested that there should be a Round Table 
of all the Chadian parties in the conflict. 
The fact that Goukhouni has appeared 
unable to install a viable central govern- 
ment which would be able to do away with 
the Habre factor has, from the OAU's 
point of view, seriously undermined 
Goukhouni’s position, as well as leaving 
the OAU force seriously exposed and 
embarrassingly undecided as to its precise 
terms of reference. While Goukhouni 
sought to include the OAU force in the 
GUNT's military defence against Habre, 
the OAU, increasingly aware of Habre’s 
burgeoning support, became decidedly 
neutral. 


Habre's growing 
momentum 


Almost exactly a year ago, it could have 
been said that Hissen Habre was at the end 
of his tether. The Libyans, whatever their 
motives, appeared to have achieved their 
primary functional objective in clearing 
eastern Chad of Habre. By then, however, 
the anti-Libyan chorus was in full voice, 
and Habre, true to form, exploited it. The 
Sudanese gave unstinting support. Habre 
even met the Egyptian leadership (ne has 
been acquainted with President Mubarak). 
The shelter offered by Sudan and the 
assistance given was one lifeline to Habre. 
Another was a windfall from Libya. Within 
days of the Libyan announcement of their 


withdrawal from Chad in mid-November 
1981, Habre was able to obtain stores of 
armaments and ammunition which the 
Libyans had left behind, especially at 
Abeche. Habre’s third source of ammuni- 
tion has been that captured from the, now 
phantom, Integrated National Army 
(ANI). Indeed, Habre alleges that the 
captured ANI equipment proves his argu- 
ment that France has been a serious 
obstacle to a solution in Chad. Much of the 
equipment originated in France and was 
intended to bolster the GUNT. 

By now Habre controls most of Eastern 
Chad. Having taken Oum-Hadfjer, on the 
road between Ati, where the OAU forces 
are stationed, and Abeche in the east, 
Habre has consolidated his position in 
Central Chad by taking Mangalme, just to 
the south of Oum Hadjer, and is moving 
further south towards Am-Timam. More 
striking though, has been his advance 
through the north. The FAN took Faya- 
Largeau in January and have started to 
descend to Koro-Toro. It is thought that 
Habre will try to reach Massakory, about 
170 kms. north-east of N’Djamena, before 
calling a halt. 

Habre has been astute enough to com- 
bine his military advance with skiiful di- 
plomacy in the various localities into which 
he has moved. In fact the success of this 
tactic is one of the classic symptoms of the 
nature of Chadian politics. Military success 


. and astute diplomacy will inevitably win 


over local notables and chiefs, who are not 
only tired of the war but also eager to jump 
on the bandwagon of the man who seems 
likeliest to win. The only problem he has 
met is in Fada where the sultan Allatchi, 
whose son is a member of GUNT, has 
withdrawn into the mountains in north-east 
Chad and refused to co-operate. In the 
process Habre has also been able to win 
over isolate ‘garrisons meant to be loyal 
either to the GUNT or Ahmat Acyl, the 
government Foreign Minister. 

Inevitably, fuel supply problems could 
slow down Habre. -Yet caravans arrive 
from as far afield as Nigeria bringing petrol 
for the FAN vehicles. 

If the military success and local diploma- 
cy has given Habre’s expansion an appear- 
ance of irresistible momentum, he has 
impressed by the manner in which he has 
kept his men well away from the OAU 
peace-keeping forces, therefore avoiding 
any risk of a confrontation. 

Goukhouni, meanwhile, will have a 
great deal of trouble fending-off recrimina- 
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tions within the GUNT. The lack of 
practical co-operation from Ahmat Acyl, 
whose troops never joined in with the ANI 
exercise, have weakened the GUNT’s 
military resolve. With the departure of the 
Libyans, salaries in N'Djamena were 
halved and fuel shortages became 
commonplace again. The Libyans had 
brought their own generators with them to 
N*Djamena, and destroyed them on depar- 
ture. Should Goukhouni have responded 
to Habre’s call for negotiations in Decem- 
ber? some ask. 

Goukhouni still argues that the only 
solution in Chad is a military one; namely 
the elimination of Habre. For his part, 
Habre preaches a political solution. He 
now seems to have the upper hand, mainly 
because he has so far won the decisive 
military campaign. 

In so doing, he has not only had the 
OAU back-tracking, but has placed the 
French Government in a very embarrassing 
position. Paris gambled on the OAU initia- 
tive, in fact it even pushed it into being last 
August and September. An official visit to 
Pans by Goukhouni in August was fol- 
lowed by the French appeal at the time of 
the Cancun summit for the OAU to take 
action over Chad. This was followed 
almost immediately by the announcement 
of deliveries of French arms to the GUNT. 
French assistance alone was not enough to 
strengthen the GUNT, nor did it set a 
precedent for other foreign assistance to 
Chad. To refuse to follow the OAU 
decision now would render France open to 
attacks from Africa of indirect inter- 
ference, especially if Paris were to continue 
to support Goukhouni. Certainly, any 
French military .assistance to Goukhouni 
now would be in direct contravention of 
the OAU decisions in Nairobi. Paris has 
remained very quiet in the last week. 

To ask of the Chadians, of all factions, to 
have their house in order by the end of 
June, as the OAU has now done, is a tall 
order. Certainly the lassitude of a people 
subjected to a decade and a half of civil 
war, will work in the favour of reconcilia- 
tion. The simple threat of withdrawal of 
QOAU forces will not necessarily solve 
anything, nor prompt negotiations in the 
meantime. Habre might welcome it, but it 
also leaves the door open for unilateral 
intervention by neighbouring countries. 

What, then, will persuade Chadians to 
unite’? Habre, if he manages to continue 
playing a skilful, and magnanimous di- 
plomatic game, and tf his foreign diploma- 
tic support grows. Ahmat Acyl ts sull seen 
to be too closely associated with Libya, but 
may be won over. Some suggest that Habre 
might come to agreement with south- 
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erners. In the south there is no adequate 
leadership. Col. Kamougue is surrounded 
by dissatisfied factions; some who hold out 
for agreement with Habre, others who 
believe that, as administrators, they must 
side with whomever can offer to pay their 
salaries and guarantee their peaceful and 
safe return to N’Djamena. Kamougue may 
also have to answer for the disappearing 
funds from the cotton crop. 

By the time elections take place in Chad 
— assuming that there will be no dramatic 
military development — one can see in- 
tense bartering taking place from well 
entrenched military positions. The OAU 
has said that it will assist in the creation of 
a truly integrated national army. However, 
this would contradict the very basis upon 
which political strength in Chad is 
founded. 

Over the next two weeks, that is by the 
February 28 ceasefire, Habre is bound to 
strengthen his position. Goukhouni, de- 
spite his rejection of the OAU agreement, 
will be under strong pressure to make 
conciliatory gestures. Goukhouni knows 
that just across the river in Cameroon the 
refugee camps contain a substantial num- 
ber of disarmed supporters of the FAN. 
Finally, there is a vital consideration; the 
latest harvest has been very disappointing. 
The World Food Programme has said that 
Chad will need emergency food aid until 
late into the year. 


What role for UN? 


Now that the OAU has sought to impose 
a constructive, if ambitious, timetable for 
Chad’s immediate political future, there 
are some interested parties who feel that it 
is high time that the United Nations was 
called in to do that at which it is most 
skilled, and therefore assist the OAU. 
However, the issue is a delicate one. The 
UN Secretary-General, who is well aware 
of the Chadian problem, cannot be seen to 
interfere, though he could be invited to 
take an initiative. 

The UN has already produced a report 
in Chad’s economic needs, and it would be 
well placed to direct a major economic 
relief Operation, with administrative sup- 
port that would be considered disin- 
terested. Furthermore, if the peace- 
keeping exercise is proving costly and 
futile, the OAU and the UN could arrange 
to co-operate. To achieve a UN presence 
in Chad, on a substantial and political 
level, requires an initiative by the OAU or 
a highly influential OAU state, though. At 
which point attention focuses on Nigeria. 
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U.S. ALLEGATIONS DISMLSSED BY MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS

ADDIS ABABA (ENA) — Socia- 
list Ethiopia yesterday dismissed as 
“absurd and mischievious” allegations 
by an official of the present United 
States Administration that the Demo- 
cratic Yemen, the Libyan Arab Jama- 
hiriya and Socialist Ethiopia were a 
threat to the Gulf. 

A spokesman of the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs said that the allega- 
tions constitute an attempt to cover 
U.S. sinister designs of domination 
and exploitation of the resources of 
the countries of the region.

knows that it is the United States that 
perpetrates such criminal acts of which 
it accuses others,” the spokesman said. 

The spokesman of the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs stated that peace-lov- 
ing peoples the world over know very 
well that, in its own growing isolation 
and accumulated sense of guilt which 
compels it to run rabidly from one 
corner of the globe to the other, U.S.

Accordingly, every 
possible care is made in the training 
of tourist guides well-versed in the 
history and culture of the people in 
addition to the objective conditions of 
the country. This enables to_provide

rest. The spokesman noted that a lar- 
zer percentage of the tourists coming 
to Ethiopia are mostly French and 
German nationals, largely interested 
in the study of the Rift Valley re- 
gions. 


The historical sites and the scenic 


beauty that are the main tourist attrac- 
tion, the spokesman said that the 
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churches of Lalibela are ranked among 
the top. He stated that the rock-hewn 
churches of Lalibeia are among the 
wonders of the world with their own 
unique characteristics, The Omo re- 
gion is also showing a fast growth in 
tourist attraction. The wildlife found 
in their natural habitat is an additio- 
nal attraction, according to the spokes- 
man.

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WORK UNDERWAY TO PRODUCE ANTIBODIES AGAINST LEPROSY

ADDIS ABABA (EH) — Research 
work is currently underway at the 
Armauer Hansen Research Institute 
(AHRI) here in a bid to produce 
monoclonal antibodies against lep- 
rosy germs by using the ‘hybridoma 
technology’. 7 

This was disclosed here yesterday 
by Dr. Ayele Belehu, Director of 
ABRI. Dr. Ayele described the hy- 
bridoma technology as a very ex;<u- 
sive one and said that there are four 
laboratories in the world inclyding 
AHRI that are involved in this type 
of research activity. The research at 


AHRI has been going on for some 18 
months now and the prelimimary re- 
sults are considered to be encourag- 
ing. 

The director related that the hy- 
bridoma technology is based on fus 
ing cells to generate hybride cells 
capable of producing specific antibo- 
dies against components of any infec- 
tious organism including the leprosy 
germ. Dr. David P. Hamber is the 
person doing the research in this per- 
ticular field. 
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Other research activities are being 
conducted at the institute. One of 
these researches is in the area of me 
chanisms of tissue damage (nerve 
damage) in leprosy. This research 
work. is being done by Dr. RN. 
Mshana of Tanzania, who is a clinical 
immunologist. Dr. Per Olcen, a Swe 
dish clinical bacteriologist is engaged 
in research work on early detection of 
leprosy using urine. Dr. Abebe Hare- 
geweyn is carrying on investigution 
work on the defect in leprosy. 

On February 12 AHRI organized an 
(Armauer Hansen Memorial Symposium 
at the Faculty of Medicine of Addis 
Ababa University located at the Black 
Lion Hospital, to commemorate the 
70th anniversary of the death of Dr. 
Gerhard Henrik Armauer Hansen, 
the Norwegian physician and disco- 
verer of the leprosy bacillus in 1873. 
The Armauer Hansen Memorial Sym- 
posium and the Associated Armauer 
Hansen Memorial Lecture was intro- 
duced this year to bring new ideas 
and accelerate the research activities 
of AHRI in the field of leprosy. 
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The event was highlighted by a se- 
ries of lectures having direct relevan- 
ce with the work of the institute. The 
speakers included Dr. Ayele Belehu 
(Antibodies in Infection) Prof. Mor- 
ten Harboe (The Work and Con- 
cepts of Armauer Hansen: How do 
they stand today?) Per Olcen (Anti- 
bodies in bacterial infections with spe- 
cial emphasis on bacterial menin- 
gistis), Dr. D. Hamber (Beneficial; 
aspects of cancer cells — Hybridoma! 
technology) and Morten Harboe — 
The significance of antibodies against 
Mycobacterium leprae in leprosy and 
in experimental models of the disease. 

According to Dr. Ayele an establish- 
ed scientists is to be invited every 
year to deliver the memorial lecture 
on February 12, marking Dr. Han.

REMAND HOME FOR BOYS EDUCATES INMATES

ADDIS ABABA (EH) — The 
Training School and Remand Home 
for juvenile deliquents (for boys) is 
no more a place of detention and 
torture but -a training and correction 


centre enabling inmates to become 
useful and productive citizens. 


Comrade Girma Zelleke, the scho- 
ol’s superintendent, said the home has 
one of’ the best training facilities 
where the boys are made to acquire 
vocational skills in metal and wood- 
work, plumbing, tailoring, sculpturing 
and painting. He said the boys spend 
the afternoons doing vocational work 
in the various shops while they devote 
the mornings to academic  ciasses, 
running grade to six. 

According to the superintendent, 

the home has a capacity for 300 boys 
but at present it has 120 boys aged 
9 to 15 years. Comrade Girma said 
the juvenile deliquents come from all 
parts of the country including Addis 
Ababa. Around 95 per cent of the 
deliquents are charged for theft while 
the remaining 5 per cent are detained 
for such offenses as rape, murder or 
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atiempt to murder. The sentences 
passed on the juvenile deliquents 
range from one to five years. 


The supvrintendent said the juven- 
ile deliquents are given humane treat- 
ment and corrective measures by way 
of inculenting in them proper discip- 
line and make them work. Comrade 
Girma related that in pre-revolution- 
ary days the boys were kept chained 
and even flogged, which is no more 
practised nowadays. He said that is 
why we are at present concentrating 
on vocational training and other so- 
cial-oriented activities in order to pre- 
pare the boys for a better future. He 
said reduction :in terms will be awar- 
ded to those boys developing good be- 
haviour and those with families could 
be freed on this same ground. On 
week-ends and public holidays the 
boys are allowed to rejoin their fami- 


lies, 
The home has spacious land for the 


boys to work and play. The home has 


a clinic and recreational fecilities for 
foot-ball, volley-ball, other out-door 
and in-door games and a reading room 

















attached to the six-room schoul. The 
boys also watch on the television and 
can listen to the radio during their 
spa’ e time. , 


Comrade Girma referred to some 
of the improvements going on at the 
school. He said the government has 
allocated a sum of 80,000 Birr for 
improving and raising the producti- 
vity of the various workshops and for 
setting up a poultry farm. This in- 
cludes the purchase of additional ma- 
chinery and raw materials for the 
workshops. A certain part of the mo- 
ney will be used for improving the 
recreational facilities at the home. 





The superintendent said the work- 
shops for leather and woodwork and 
the vegetable garden, also run by the 
boys, are showing good results. He 
said income generated from these and 
other sources will be used to supple- 
ment the running costs of the hdmie. 
There are 10 teachers and 70 other 
employees serving in the training 
school and remand home for boys, 
the superintendent said.

He added that UNESCO experts, 
along with their Ethiopian counter- 
parts, are carrying out archaeological 
and paleantological studies at differ- 
ent localities in the country.

ABBATOIR SURPASSES TARGET PRODUCTION

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ADDIS ABABA (EH) — The Ad- 
dis Ababa Abattoirs has surpassed its 
target income by 700,000 Birr and re- 
duced expenditure by 100,000 Birr 
during the past six months, according 
to Comrade Teklu Woldegiorgis, ge 
neral manager of the organization. 

In an interview with The Ethiopian 
Herald last Wednesday, the general 
manager explained that the estimated 
income target has swelled from 2.1 
million Birr to 2.8 million Birr while 
the expenditure has slumped down 
from: the estimated 1.8 million Birr to 
1.7 million Birr. As the Addis Ababa 
Abattoirs is a service rendering orga- 
nization. it has slaughtered 122,538 
cows, oxen, pigs, goats and sheep, he 
added. The organization charges 18 
Birr for a cow or ox, 15 Birr for a pig 
and 2.20 Birr for a goat or sheep, it 
was learned. 

Besides giving slaughtering services, 
Comrade Teklu went on, the organi- 
zation extracts a variety of by-products 
from the slaughtered animals. Tallow. 
glue, bone-meal, blood-meal, swisher 
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hair tails, horn-hoof meal and fertili- 
zers are manufactured in the organi- 
zation. 

During the past six months, the or- 
ganization exceeded the set target of 
619,570 kgms of these products by 
producing 626,468 kgms, according to 
the general manager. In debonning 
too, he pointed out, the target has been 
surpassed by 173,716 kgms. 

The organization is also experi- 
menting on lubricants which can be 
exported. The construction of meal- 
store house glue production unit and 
offices is underway, ‘according to 
Comrade Teklu. The erection of skins 
and hides drying houses near Kaliti 
will be completed after a month, he 
revealed. 

The organization has also a plan to 
move to a more suitable place in the 
near future. Since the current location 
is not hygienically suitable to the re- 
sidents of the capital, the organization 
has submitted its extensive study 
on how to construct a model abattoir. 
the general manager disclosed.

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RELEASE STRESSES NEED FOR CROP PROTECTION SERVICES

ADDIS ABABA (EH) — “Pests 
which include insects, pathogens, 
weeds, rodents, harmful birds, etc., 
have been among the natural hazards 
that man has faced in his struggle to 
feed and clothe himself since he star- 
ted cultivating plants. Statistical figu- 
res on average crop losses due to pests 
through centuries have been in the 
magnitude of one-third to one-half of 
the total crop production,” according 
to a release issued by the Research and 
Advisory Department of the Ministry 
of State Farms Development. 


The release said that in the medie- 
val times, a rough rule of thumb said 
that of every three grains that were 
produced, one was lost to pests, one 


was for next year's seed, leaving one 
to eat. Although nowdays the fraction 
to be set aside for seed from the high 
yield of modern crop is negligible, the 
portion lost to pests on the other hand 
to one’s dismay has not decreased. 
Recent reports indicate that average 
world crop losses, i.e.. pre and post 
harvest losses, due to pests to be 48%. 
In Ethiopia crop losses due to the vari- 
ous pests have not been measured with 
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certainty. However, from available 
evidences, the losses undoubtedly, if 
not more, are belieyed to be as high as 
the world average, the release stated. 

“Realizing the important role that 
good pest management plays in pre- 
venting and/or minimizing this high 
crop losses due to the various pests, a 
crop protection section has been incor- 
porated in the Research and Advisory 
Department of the Ministry of State 
Farm Development.” 

The section at the present is compo- 
sed of four sub-sections, namely the 
Entomology Sub-Section, Plant Patho- 
logy SubSection, Herbology Sub-Sec- 
tion, and Pesticide Application Tech- 
nique SubSection. In addition, the 
section also has an aerial spray and 
distribution of crop protection effects 
coordination office. 


The main activities of the section 
include: . surveying, identifying and 
documenting the prevalent pest pro- 
blems in state farms; conducting prac- 


_ tical and developmental researches to 


find effective control measures against 
the most prevalent and economical in- 
sect pests, diseases, weeds, rodents, 
ect., training state farm crop protec- 
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tion supervisors and field technicians 
on proper pest management. Prepar- 
ing and issuing to state farm crop pro- 
tection officers, technical manuals 
and guidelines on crop >~ ‘~stion acti- 
vities; giving appropriate revommen- 
dations on pest control . measures, 
handling pesticides, minimum safety 
periods after pesticide applications etc., 
compiling information on pest move- 


_ ment, outbreaks, level of injury, etc., 


through periodical visits of the various 
state farms and from reports of field 
crop protection technicians; advising 
state farms and when necessary super- 
vising the same so that injurious insect 
pests, diseases or weeds will not be in- 
treduced with seeds from foreign coun- 
tries or from one state farm to another; 
planning spray programmes, selecting 
and recommending pesticides: and 
other crop protection effects for pur- 
chase and use on state farms; plan- 
ning, organizing and coordinating cen- 
trally all state farm crop protection 
activities; organizing and establishing 
crop protection laboratories at repre- 
sentative state farms inorder to give 
fast identification & recommendation 
services; coordinating aerial pesticide 
spray programmes so that all state 
farms will get fair and appropriate ser- 
vices on time; whenever necessary for- 
mulating general crop protection poli- 
cies for all state farms and following 
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up on the implementation of the poli- 
cies. 

Speaking of methods employed by 
the section for protecting crops from 
various pests, the release said that 


‘whenever possible resistant varieties 


are fised to control crop diseases. At 
present this is the main method used 
for controlling cereal diseases. ‘Appro- 
priate cultural practices such as sani- 
tation, crop rotation, having a closed 
season, fertilization, etc., are recogni- 
ved and used to minimize losses due to 
pests. Pesticides in forms of insectici- 
des, fungicides and herbicides are ap- 
plied in various state farms t6 control 
injurious pests, it was learnt. 

The release further stated that with 
regard to the prevalence and impor- 
tance of pest problems, so far a total 
of 250 pest problems, that is, 61 in 
cereal crops, 55 in industrial and sti- 
mulant crops, 88 in horticultural 
crops, 25 in pulse crops and’ 2] in oil 
crops have been identified and docu- 
mented from various state farms. - As 
to solving the prevailing pest pro- 
blems, within the last seven years a 
total of 224 recommendations in terms 
of cultural practices, resistant varie- 
ties, and pesticide applications have 
been given by the section to various 
state farms to control the most preva- 
lent and economical insect pests, dise- 
ases, weeds, rodents, and harmful 
birds, the release concluded. 











HYDRO=ELECTRIC POWER STUDIES UNDERWAY

The new Tana Hydro- 
Electric Project will begin service in 
two years and meets the power needs 
of towns and factories in that part of 
the country.

Wolaita Sodo-Arba Minch Grids. -

Textile Mill. Plans are likewise un- 
derway in order to rebuild shortly the 
electricity power generating systems 
destroyed by ‘he secessionist gangs in 
Eritrea region and thus revive indus- 
trialization in the area. i 
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The Ministry also plans to stren- 
gthen dams, install big power genera- 
tors and expand existing ones and re- 
build the electric lines destroyed in 
Eritrea region by the separatists. The 
Asmara-Ghindal line will be fully re- 
stored within a short time, it was’ re- 
ported. The Ministry will give prio- 
rity to the rebuilding of power sys. 
tems in seven towns in Eritrea region 
as part of the Government's plan to 
revive the economy in that part of 
the country. 

. Comrade Eng. Tekezeshewa said 
moreover that work is in progress on 
another major project north of Lake 
Langkano. The under-ground steam 
there is to be converted into energy. 
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The Minister pointed out that the uti- 
lization of the steam will,be of great 
use in developing various natural re- 
sources like that of potash. 

Great possibilities are provided by 
the under-ground steam which will 
be generated in the area of Dalol and 
satisfy the power needs in Eritrea re- 
gion where industrialization is highly 
developed. 

Tekesesbewa said 
studies are underway with the help of 
experts from friendly countries to ex- 
plore oil and exploit natural gas. Such

WHO in collaboration with the Ethio.

The workshop suggested that efforts 


should be intensified to reorientate 
not only high-level policy makers but 
also those at intermediate and grass- 
roots level towards the PHC approach. 
It said effective methods would in- 
clude more effective use of the mass- 
media and intersectoral workshops and 
seminars. 
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In respect to drugs the workshop 
suggested that government should for- 


mulate national pulicies guiding the 
importation, local or regional produc. 
tion and distribution of drugs fo. en- 
sure that essential drugs are available 
at all levels at reasopable cost. It said 
that drug supplies for the community 
health worker should be assured at all 
times. | 

The district or area hospital’s role 
in PHC is to be defined as one of a 
centre for referral, training, supervi- 
sion, logistics support and operational 
research on PHC activities. The dis. 
trict hospital is not to be a substitute 
for health centres and other primary. 
level health institutions since the dan- 
ger is that people will bypass these in 
favour of the district hospital. 

A plea was made in the area of 
training and deployment of commun- 
ity health workers, which would indi- 
cate the different types of workers in 
the community whereas the term Pri- 
mary Health Worker could embrace 
all health workers. It said it is neces- 
sary to have a broader view of the 
types of community health workers 
active in primary health care. 

In respect to management training 
for PHC, it is suggested that such 
training should be given at all levels 











starting from institutions of higher 


learning. It is stressed that national 
efforts in the field of management 
training and health service research 
should be co-ordinated by a central 
body which will collect and dissemi- 
nate information at various levels. 
Resource Allocation 
Resource allocation is another fea- 
ture of PHC discussed at the work- 
shop, It was suggested that national 


budgeting should be reviewed and if 


necessary changed to ensure that ap- 
propriate budget categories should be 
developed to indicate resources alloted 
to health infrastructure and health 
supporting programmes in other sec- 
tors. : 

The report said that member states 
should strive to ensure that data col- 
lection for health should be stream- 
lined so as to be possible through 
simple techniques. Training of health 
workers at all levels should be imple- 
mented to enable them to achieve this 
efficient data collection and utiliza- 
tion. The report said that emphasis 
should be placed in future workshops 


and other activities on the water and 
sanitation aspects of primary health 
care. 

Referring to community participa- 
tion, the report said that in order to 
ensure full participation and involve- 
ment of the community that it is ne- 
cessary to undertake sensitization, 
awareness building, motivation and 
mobilization of the community. This

The United Party of Nigeria 
(UPN) has deplored the spate of 
unjustified attacks on Fit-Lt.

Ajuluchukwu,. the party called 
attention to an obscene libel 
uttered by Mr. E. Bassey Etienam 
on the flout of the National 
Assembly.

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CRISIS, CLAMPDOWN AT ABIDJAN UNIVERSITY 


IVORY COAST

THE GOVERNMENT of Ivory Coast has 
reacted vigorously to a wave of unrest in 
the university campus and has also moved, 
with equal vigour, to pre-empt any trouble 
in secondary schools. 

The immediate causes of crisis seem to 
have scarcely justified the student reaction. 
This can be interpreted in two ways. First, 
as the government claims, the troubles are 
blamed on unidentified professional agita- 
tors outside the Ivory Coast and that they 
are part of a “vast movement of destabi- 
lisation against Africa’s most viable regim- 
es”. It is reported that the authorities claim 
to have found evidence of Libyan money 
given to Ivorians during the last Haj to 
Mecca, and that some of this money has 
been used to finance underground publica- 
tions that are considered subversive. 

However, until the government fur- 
nishes ample evidence to support this view, 
there is a second interpretation, confirmed 
from both government and academic 
sources, that though the incident was 
sparked off by a relatively minor affair the 
government may have been somewhat 
heavy-handed in its reaction and that the 
student protest was symptomatic of resent- 
ment that has built up over the general 
system of education in Ivory Coast. Presi- 
dent Houphouet Boigny has been foremost 
among the critics of shortcomings of his 
country’s educational system. 

The trouble began when M. Laurent 
Gbagbo, a prominent academic, was re- 
fused permission to give a lecture on 
“Youth and politics”. The government 
statement says that the decision was taken 
because of the incidents that took place the 
last time M. Gbagbo held a lecture on the 
theme of “‘Democracy under a one party 
system". When M. Gbagbo then decided 
to hold his lecture at the Théatre de la 
Cité, which is also a university establish- 
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ment, police were stationed at the door 
preventing the delivery of the lecture. At 
that point, the government statement 
noted that members of the Union for 
Research and Higher Education, SY- 
NARES, called a meeting at the campus 
where it was decided to make a protest 
demonstration in Abidjan. When the au- 
thorities discovered this, they posted police 
between the campus and the city. At this 
point, the government says, the students, 
in their anger at a false rumour that M. 
Gbagbo had been arrested, attacked uni- 
versity buildings. The police were then sent 
into the campus and a number of arrests 
were made. > Cet oS 

The government went on to claim that 
“the agitators distributed tracts giving the 
impression that Laurent Gbagbo had been 
arrested and calling for a general strike. 
The same students, in order to spread the 
protest, attempted to drag secondary 
school students into the strike by distribut- 
ing tracts and sending envoys to them.” 

Secondary schools were ordered closed 
for a brief period, and it is confirmed from 
senior sources that this order was applied 
by the police indiscriminately in all secon- 
dary schools in the city, resulting in some 
secondary school students being hurt as 
they ran away. 

The government has banned SY- 
NARES, closed Abidjan University and 
suspended student grants. 

The government denies that the demon- 
stration had anything to do with “the 
material and moral conditions of their 
studies”. It asserts that “the students of 
Ivory Coast and the teachers in the higher 
education sector constitute privileged cate- 
gories in Ivorian society and are without 
doubt the most privileged students and 
teachers in the whole Francophone black 
Africa."’ The government alleges that the 








lecturers received “their orders and direc- 
tive from abroad”’ and that students who 
had not been working hard enough for the 
forthcoming exams wanted to create trou- 
ble. 

Student leaders and lecturers would 
offer another argument for their relatively 
radical stand and the resentment they feel 
towards the system in general. The Uni- 
versity of Abidjan does not give docto- 
rates, and to acquire professional rank or 
the equivalent level of a Reader, one must 
have the French Doctorat d’Etat. With a 
growing number of Ivorians acquiring ex- 
cellent degrees and returning at a time of 
economic difficulty their frustration, if they 
have not won a doctorate in France and if 
they want to pursue an academic career, is 
compounded by these regulations. Second- 
ly, many of the top academic positions are 
held by non-Ivorians. There is a strong 
traditional link with France. Again, in 
difficult times, the government has to 
justify to well-qualified and under em- 
ployed Ivorians why it pays 75 per cent of 
foreign academics’ salaries, and subsidises 
their housing, furniture and vacations. 
Third, at the last official announcement, 
there were over 3,000 French nationals 
employed in the Ivorian education system, 
with at least 300 of them at the university in 
various Capaciiies. While the President has 
always argued that employment in Ivory 
Coast will be justified by academic qual- 
ifications, hence an important proportion 
of non-Ivorians in the managerial! and 
teaching sectors of the Ivorian economy, 
the ranks of well-qualified and unem- 
ployed nationals are swelling. In the ab- 
sence of opposition parties or unions, 
many of those who feel hard done by have 
channelled their discontent into existing 
unions and unofficial gatherings. There- 
fore, despite the allegations of foreign 
interference, the economic and social con- 
ditions currently suggest that in certain 
sectors discontent could easily be sparked 
off by minor incidents.

STUDENT DISCONTENT ATTRIBUTED TO ECONOMIC PROBLEMS

[Text] Dakar--Just a few days away from school vacation, calm appears to be re- 
stored at the University of Abidjan, which was closed at the beginning of the week 
by authoritarian action and which the students evacuated without resistance (LE 
MONDE of 12 February). The challenge has not, for the moment, won over the parti- 
cCipation of the secondary establishments. The authorities are nevertheless track- 
ing the evolution of the situation with very close attention. A second joint meet- 
ing of the political bureau and the steering committee of the governmental party, 
enlarged to include the members of the government, is planned for Saturday, under 
the chairmanship of the chief of state. 


The serious economic and financial difficulties that the Ivory Coast has been ex- 
periencing for 3 or 4 years--a consequence of the persistent poor sales of coffee 
and cacao, which, while oil is awaited, remain the country's two principal re- 
sources--are having severe repercussions on nearly all levels of the population. 
There is high unemployment, and the rises in the prices of agricultural products, 
of the pay of white-collar workers and the salaries of civil servants are very far 
from keeping up with the rate of inflation [as published]. A climate of discontent 
has therefore been tending to build up for several months, especially in Abidjan, 
where criticism of the government, often very severe, has become commonplace. 


This challenging has developed especially in the ranks of youth in school. Young 
graduates, the number of whom has increased sharply just at the time when expansion 
is slowing down, are no longer assured of automatically finding a job. Unable to 
express themselves within the framework of opposition parties or trade unions, they 
do so within informal and semiclandestine study groups, in which one finds again 
the radical atmosphere of the old General Union of Students of Black Africa of the 
1950's. 


In parallel, clan phenomena have arisen in the political class again, often due to 
ethnic rivalries, which one might have thought had been more and more overcome. 
Since President Houphouet-Boigny has persisted in not wanting to provide a succes- 
sor to himself, these clans tend to group around a half-dozen personalities, such 
as the president of the National Assembly, Henry Konan Bedie, his predecessor in 
that post, Philippe Yace, or the ministers Mathieu Ekra, Jean Konan Bany and 
Camille Alliali.

NOT ALL those overseas visits which 
ministers make are jolly jaunts. Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Gray Allison, Liberia’s 
Minister of Information, was in London 
the other day in the middle of a tour which 
took him to the US, Britain and Germany 
to visit information counsellors in Liberian 
Embassies and to meet some of the media 
people in those countries who pass on news 
of and about Liberia and its interests. That 
probably seemed a fairly straightforward 
idea back at the Ministry in Monrovia, but 
once abroac; Col. Allison found himself in 
the hands vf enthusiastic Ambassadors and 
their staffs who had arranged very busy 
schedules for him to meet and talk with a 
lot of people in the press, broadcasting and 
commercial fields. A copy of his London 
timetable won my sympathy and it will be 
even stronger if his US and German visits 
were on the same exhaustive scale. 

Col. Allison is, incidentally, a signals 
specialist by military training so that he is 
not just doing a job to which he was 
appointed, but does actually know quite a 
lot about the practicalities of the com- 
munications business — part of his training 
was at the Bnitish Army’s Blandford Camp 
in Dorset. 

Another Liberian presence in London 
recently was a rare conjunction of Philip 
Bowen, Commissioner for Maritime 
Affairs, Deputy Commissioner J. C. Mont- 
gomery (an aviation engineer and pilot by 
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training) and Dr. Rocheforte Weeks, who 
is Liberia's Maritime Representative in the 
US. It was a rare threesome because they 
are usually widely apart handling their own 
particular special responsibilities for a 
quarter of the world's shipping. They came 
together in London, as a reasonably cen- 
tral spot for each of them, for a routine 
review with the International Trust Com- 
pany — which actually administers the 
day-to-day details of the regulations that 
apply to Liberian-flag vessels — on how 
world-wide operations are going and to 
consider any modifications necessary to 
maintain standards. 

Clearly the talks went fairly well because 
when I met them they were in good heart. 
They were not particularly upset to have 
lost some tonnage recently because some 
owners had apparently decided that the 
conditions now attached to entering ships 
on the Liberian Registry are too stringent 
for their liking (or profits?). 

They did, on the other hand, feel that 
Liberia is getting a slightly raw deal, 
because of the voting system involved, 
within the Intergovernmental Maritime 
Consultative Organisation: they were 
strongly non-committal towards sugges- 
tions that Liberia has become something of

U.S. 'CONTRADICTORY' HUMAN RIGHTS POLICY ATTACKED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 17 Feb 82 p 5

[Text] United States Ambassador to the United Nations Jeane Kirkpatrick on Monday 
during a press conference defended Washington's support for dictatorial governments, 
maintaining that the only really important thing is whether those governments are 

or are not hostile to the United States. 


In giving an example--with the shamelessness that characterizes members of the Reagan 
administration--Kirkpatrick said that the most significant difference between the 
dictatorship of Anastasio Somoza and the current Sandinist government in Nicaragua 
is that the former "was friendly to the United States" whereas the latter “in its 
national anthem has a verse which says that we are the enemies of humanity." 


That these governments are antipopular, that they massacre the people and oppress 

and exploit them is of no interest; what is of interest is that the men who run those 
governments act in keeping with Washington's desires, that they open the doors to 

the multinational corporations, that they plunder the wealth of those countries and 
that they supply manpower at ridiculously low wages. 


The United States representative in the UN then said: "The truth is that the majority 
of governments throughout the world 4® bad. Nevertheless, we sometimes must support 
governments with bad leaders." 


Continuing, Kirkpatrick bitterly criticized the progressive countries and openly 
defended support by the United States for right-wing regimes; this went so far that, 
in spite of all evidence proving crimes committed by the Civilian-Military Junta in 
power in El Salvador, the "lady ambassador" believes that "it is doing the best it 
can to protect human rights." 


Concentrating her statements above all on events in Latin America, the representa- 
tive of the United States in the UN trotted out the stale, tired old topic of the 
"Soviet threat" since, as she sees it, Nicaragua "joined the global Soviet military 
machine." 


At a time when prevailing concerns should be aimed at detente, at the improvement of 
the people's living conditions, at peace, she provides us with further proof that, 
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for the United States administration, the thing that counts is military power, the 
wealth of those who already are rich, the constant, implacable fight against world 
progress, social justice, and the new economic order. 


All of this is happening in the name of “American-style human rights" which, as we 
can see, have their highest expression in the exploitation of and discrimination 


against ethnic minorities in the country itself and in the bloody Salvadoran regime.

[Text] This is the first time in the history of mankind that 
the ideas of socialism have found a firm base on the African 
continent, particularly in Mozambique," said Horst Tober, GDR 
cultural advisor, in conversation with NOTICIAS. Horst Tober 
is a professor and department head specializing in social 
sciences at the GDR Worker and Peasant University; he is in 
Mozambique in response to an invitation from the Ministry of 
Education and Culture to pass on experiences regarding the 
organization of houses of culture, clubs, and other cultural 
organizations of the masses.

MAPUTO PORT COAL HANDLING TERMINAL TO START OPERATING 
Satisfactory Tests 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 19 Feb 82 p 10 


[Text] The repair of the coal handling system in the port of Maputo was completed 
several days ago, our reporter was told yesterday by engineer Bambo, the chief of 
port maintenance. 


The coal handling system, commonly known as the "coal pile," had been closed down 
until then due to a serious accident which took place in the middle of October of 
last year. 


The system's repair was planned and carried out by Mozambican workers with a budget 
of about 4,500 contos, including food and transportation expenditures for the 96 
workers who worked for 3 months, 24 hours a day. 


The maintenance chief for the port of the Mozambican capital added that the coal 
handling system's repair involved the general repair of the steel structure, includ- 
ing the improvement of other system equipment items that had revealed shortcomings. 


The elevator system in that installation was successfully tested empty and all that 
has to be done is to test it with a load, the same source indicated, adding that 
finishing work is currently in progress prior to the final test. 


The final test, with a load, was scheduled for yesterday. But that was not possible 
due to the sinking of a small dredge exactly in the place where the ship, scheduled 
to receive the first test load, was supposed to tie up. 


The above-mentioned dredge belongs to EMODRAGA (Mozambican Dredging Enterprise) and 
sank late Wednesday afternoon. The dredge sank during a work operation in that part 
of the port of Maputo. There was no loss of human life. 


After the accident, which interfered with the coal loading installation, alternate 
measures were taken to guarantee the normal shipment of coal in the capital's port. 


With this in mind, a coal handling system was set up in that part of the port, using 


conveyor belts. This instaliation, which is still running on an experimental basis, 
was set up by some of the main coal customers and exporters who use the port. 
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The above-mentioned installation has a maximum handling capacity of about 5,000 tons 


of coal per day. However, the system just repaired has a handling capacity of about 
800 tons of coal per hour 


According to engineer Bambo, it took effective cooperation by various agencies ‘hose 


services were necessary during the operation in order rapidly to repair the damaged 
system. 


Among the enterprises that cooperated, we might single out COMETAL, CIFEL, and 
MADEMO which did everything to make sure that the repair of the coal handling 
facility would be completed by the specified deadline. 


Dredger Accident 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 19 Feb 82 p 3 


[Text] A dredge sank Wednesday afternoon next to the tie-up pier of the Port of 


Maputo. This was the dredge '"Pristman," property of the Mozambican Dredging Enter- 
prise. 


The dredge sank while preparing to start dredging work in that place, according to 

a EMODRAGA spokesman. The sinking did not result in any loss of human lives; the 
crew immediately jumped to a boat which was tied up near the place of the accident. 
According to that same source, the causes of the disaster are as yet unknown; an in- 
vestigating and expert commission has already been established to determine the 
cause of the sinking. Ffforts are being made at this time to start salvage opera- 
tions on the dredge but it is not known how long the operation might last. The 
immediate result of the accident is the postponement of the final test for the coal 
handling system in the Port of Maputo which had been scheduled for yesterday, ac- 
cording to what engineer Bambo, the port maintenance chief, told our reporter. 





The EMODRAGA spokesman added that, shortly before sinking, the dredge '"Pristman" was 
near the coal loading unit at the coal pier in order to start dredging work in that | 
area. Since dredge salvage operations are now in progress, the final test on the 

coal handling system cannet be conducted since this would call for the ship to tie 

up in the area now blocked by the accident.

the Ministers’ Council so 
that it can bring about a 
stalemate and a collapse of 
the whole democratic 
process in SWA,” charged 
Mr Davids. 
MEANINGLESS 

The NP’s offer that the 
RP and itself cooperate 
was meaningless unless the 
two parties sat down and 
talked out their differences. 
It was not enough to work 
together on the basis of 
common grond between 
them. 

It was also noteworthy 
that the NP had extended 
its cooperation offer after 
the RP had tabled its mo- 
tion of no-confidence, Mr 
Davids pointed out. It was 
a form of defence, he ad- 
ded. 

The RP and the NP 
could not form a common 
anti-Swapo front because 
there were too many 
serious policy differences 
between them. 

The motion of no 
confidence was dropped 
and the amendment voted 
in its place by a majority of 
two votes which the NP 
has in the Legislative As- 
sembly.

The Institute is largely 
dependent on private spon- 
sors, and the latest dona- 
tion by the Metje Founda- 
tion is certainly going tos 
contribute to Gobabeb’s 
further development. 


Some of the scierttific in- 
terests to be found in the 
Namib habitat include:

THE PEOPLE of 
Katutura — especially 
the women — are living 
in limbo. 

They are waiting in vain 
for an unknown force to 
take them out of the 
negative environment they 
find themselves in at pre- 
sent. : 

Supporting her argu- 
ment that unskilled 
labourers are eking out a 
tremendously hard ex- 
istence in Katutura, Dr 
Karla Powe, an Associate 
Professor in antropology 
attached to the Lethbridge 
University of Canada Said 
in a lecture of the Namibia 
Education Forum siast 
week that women were un- 
der constant pressure from 
men, while unskilled 
labourers suffer un- 
bearably from lack of 
financial resources in 
K atutura. 

Tye lecture titled 
‘Katutura: Environment of 
Cultural Stagnation’ was 
based mainly on Prof 
Powe’s interviews with 
men, women and children. 

Her anthropological 
research involved mainly 
Hereros, although some in 
terviews were done wi) 
Owambos as well. 


SUFFER 

Prof Powe, who also did 
research in Zambia 
between 1973 and 1975, 
said that the attitude of 
submissiveness was strong 
amongst Herero women. 
Women in general aiso suf- 
fered tremendously from 
confined space in 
Katutura. J 

“People are squeezed 
into little houses and this 
creates unbeliévable pres- 
sure”. 

She said pressure does 
not only occur in highly- 
developed societies, but in 
Katutura it displays some 
traits of exploitation. 

This subsequently 
resulted in people adopting 
a solution of “using the 
system in order to beat it”. 

A culture of crime, 
alcoholism and there is an 
increased birthrate of il- 
legitimate children which 
destroys a sense of identity 
of people, according to 
Prof Powe.

RESERVE MONIES TRANSFERRED=--An ordinance which passed through a White Legis- 
lative Assembly with little attention during its present short session 
provides for the transfer of all unexpended money from SWA's Territorial 
Development and Reserve Fund to the Revenue Fund of the White Administration, 
The ordinance, called the Financial Affairs Ordinance, comes into effect on 
April 1 when the entire balance held in the fund is transferred to the White 
Administration, Introducing the Second Reading of the Draft Ordinance in the 
White Legislative Assembly, Mr Adolf Brinkman, NP MEC for Education disclosed 
that the amount totalled R20,4m. The amount is made up of R8m in the Govern- 
ment Works Account, Rl 997 000 in the Roads Account, R9,5m Local Government 
Account, R711 500 Housing Account and R100 000 each in the Reserve and 
Capital Betterment Accounts. The disclosure was in response to a question 
by RP MLA for Windhoek South, Mr Klaus Wolff. No further discussion came 
from the Opposition side of the Assembly. The Territorial Development and 
Reserve Fund was established by Section 2(1) of the Territorial Development 
and Reserve Fund Ordinance 13 of 1944 in the SWA Administration.

CARRINGTON DEFENDS NEGOTIATIONS=-Salisbury--The British Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carringtcn, last week defended painstaking negotiations on SWA inde- 
pendence as the only alternative to bloodshed and destruction in the Terri- 
tory.

LLOWING the industrial action that 
embarked upon in May last year, 
by members of the Nigerian Lahour

R the past seven weeks, thoysands 
of school children have been roaming 


the streets in Bendel State, following 
the teachers’ withdrawal of their 
services on January 7, in protest . 
against the failure of the State Govern- 
ment to pay their salarisr since 
October last year. 


Definitely, this is the longest strike by 
teachers in this country in recent times 
and the effect on the academic perfor- 
mances as well as the entire future of 
the pupils, especially the finalists, 
could be calamitous. By May, form 
five pupils will start their West African 
School Certificate Examinations, 
although they have had no lectures for 


over half a term. 


The argument of the Bendel State Govern. 


ment has been that the operationalisa- 
tion of the new revenue formula and 
last year’s oil glut appreciably reduced 
the revenue from Lagos. This is 
untenable, because by its program- 
mes, the state government. was 
supposed to give priority attention to 
education. 

All that the government has been doing 
is to embark on the execution of presti- 
geous educational programmes like 
the building of the University of 
Ekpoma. In the face of prevailing reali- 
ties, such projects could have been 
shelved to make money available to 
meet more pressing problems such as 
the payment of teachers’ salaries. 

It is characteristic, of the state govern- 
ment to point fingers to other states 
with similar problems or pass the buck 
to the Federal Government for the 
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current impasse with its teachers. But 
it should realise that there is no state in 
this country where teachers have gone 
on strike for so long because of non- 
payment of salaries. 


It is also pertinent to know that between 


January and eg | last year, Oyo State, 
the population of which is about twice 
that of Bendel, received N211.4 million 
as revenue from the Federal Govern- 
ment, while Bendel State got %215.1 
million. In spite of this the Oyo State 
Government which is executing the 
same educational programme, has 
managea *<r affairs with teachers 
better. 

We therefore believe that the problem of 
Bendel is that of mismanagement of 
funds and inadequate exploitation of 
local revenue resources. 

Nohody is impressed by the seaming non- 
chalence of the government to solve 
this crucial problem. Even up to now, 
we do not know of any contigency 
arrangements by the government to 
end the strike. 

We strongly feel that all sides to the dispu- 
te should endeavour to make sacrifi- 
ces in the interest of the children, and 
therefore appeal to the teachers of 
Bendei State to ask for only their 

' salaries and work out arrangements 
for further negotiations with the 
government on the resolution of their 
other demands at the meeting 
scheduled for today. On its part, the 
government should get money from 
whatever source to at least pay the 
teachers’ salaries up to date. it is 
neither in the interest of the govern- 
ment nor the teachers and their pupils 
for this dispute to remain unsettled. 
Enough ig enough.

SARK: SOUTH AFRICA MUST QUIT NAMIBIA; REAGAN ATTACKED 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 19 Feb 82 p 11 


[Text] Windhoek--Speaking here yesterday the secretary of the South African 
Council of Churches, Bishop Besmand Tutu, said that it is clear that the 
greater majority of people in Southwest Africa are’ supporting SWAPO and 

the South African Armed Forces are regarded as an army of occupation. 
Therefore, South Africa must withdraw from the Southwest and give the 
South-Westemers a chance to determine their own future. 


Rev Peter Storey, the Chairman of the South African Council of Churches 
(SARK), speaking at the same press conference, said that the people of 

the South-West believe that the armed forces are the greatest destabilizing 
factor in the country and are regarded as being more terrorist than SWAPO. 


Bishop Tutu and Reverend Storey returned to Johannesburg yesterday after 
a 3-day visit to South-West Africa. Bishop Tutu described this as a bro- 
therly and solidarity visit to the churches in the South-West saying the 
Namibian Council of Churches acted as their hosts. 


Viewpoints 

Bishop Tutu said that he and Reverend Storey met with a wide and repre- 
sentative spectrum of church leaders. With the exception of a white cleric, 
the leaders conveyed the following points to them and SARK subscribes to 
these completely: 


The first priority in the South-West must be a cease-fire agreement so 
that human suffering can be ended. 


Resolution 435 must be adopted immediately so that the South-Westerners 
can decide for themselves by whom and how they must be governed. 


Most of the people in the country support SWAPO and regard the armed 
forces as a force of occupation. SWAPO's support is growing day by day. 


SWAPO is not at all Marxist or communist. The organization is mainly 
Lutheran or Anglican. Three Anglican priests are now ministering among 
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SWAPO fighters in Angola and SWAPO has now sent away three men to be trained 
as priests. SWAPO began the armed conflict after other methods failed and 
it turned to the East Block for weapons, because the West refused to help. 
Moreover the West had Russia as an ally in the Second World War. 


Sumetimes the armed forces do some good with medical, educational and 
agricultural projects; however, these measures are being neutralized by 
cruelties, rapes, murder and torture inflicted in tiie people of the north. 


Bishop Tutu said that SARK supports the church leaders here and is asking 
for the immediate application of the UN's settlement plan. 


Calamity 


He said that the Reagan Administration is a "calamity" for the black people 
of southern Africa and has much to be accountable for this. Along with 
South Africa the U.S. Government represents a stumbling block for the 
independence of South-West Africa. 


Reverend Storey said that he believes that the churches in the South-West, 
as is the case for Poland, are talking with the voice of the people. The 
armed forces of South Africa say that the war in the South-West is mainly 
for the heart and mind of the people; however, this sort of struggle has 
already been irrevocably won by SWAPO. What is then the purpose of this 
war? South Africans have the right to ask why their young men must die in 
the South-West.

BRITISH DIPLOMAT COMMENTS ON NOTABLE CHANGES IN GOUNTRY 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 20 Feb 82 p 11 


[Text] Johannesburg--During the past 3 years dramatic changes have taken 
place in South Africa. This is what Sir David Scott, Britain's ambassador 
to South Africa from 1976 to 1979, said in an interview with DIE BURGER. 


He predicted "excellent" economic prospects for South Africa during the 
next 10 years and also said that the white and colored people will be 
increasingly seeing things in a more harmonious way. 


Sir David, who acknowledged that after the assassination of Dr H. F. Verwoerd 
he had been of the opinion that South Africa would "explode" as did many 
other African countries, said that he no longer expects anything of this 
sort. 


"However, it must be remembered that great expectations were aroused shortly 
after Mr P. W. Botha came into power as prime minister. If something is 

not done expediently in this respect an important opportunity will be 

lost." 


Labor 


Sir David, who in the early 1950's was also in South Africa in a diplomatic 
capacity and thereafter also served in the former Federation of Rhodesia 

and Nyasaland and still later in Uganda, addressed the South African Insti- 
tute of International Affairs of the University of Witwatersrand on Thursday. 


He said that great changes have come about especially in the area of labor. 
Everywhere there are coloreds who have been appointed over whites. However, 
a problem which may develop in the future is that coloreds in administrative 
positions will not be allowed to reside among other administrators in the 
residential sectors of their own choice. 


He did not wish to say anything with respect to Zimbabwe, because he "in- 
tends to revisit that country in order to obtain firsthand knowledge and 
therefore does not want to go there with preconceived ideas." 


With respect to South-West Africa he said: “Hopeful proposals have been 
tabled. South Africa now has the opportunity of resolving the problem. 
However, if it does not do so now the possibilities ahead will not be any 
easier."

Sir David added that although it is dangerous to compare the South-West with 
what was formerly Rhodesia, at an earlier period Rhodesia could have re- 
solved its problems under more favorable conditions and would have had the 
opportunity of involving the blacks in the country's management with greater 
accord. 


South Africa has "considerable possibilities" to develop as the leader 
country in Africa. "Russia does not really exercise a great influence 
in the rest of Africa and has not succeeded in exciting the heart and 
imagination of the people." 


"Yet Russia will always try to derive advantage from the inequalities and 
evils (if they can be so branded) which are really there. In this manner 
it will be able to prevent South Africa from getting an influential posi- 
tion over its northern neighbors." This is what Sir David said.

[Text] Under the protection of the armed forces the Cape Province's City 
Council has formed a unit of the local Industry Commando. The unit's 
personnel, who are city council workers of various categories, are re- 
ceiving a certain amount of military training so that, if the situation 
should require, they could go into active service directly under armed 
forces control. 


The main objective of an industry commando is to serve as a deterrent and 
form an efficient guard for protecting important installations in the event 
that the armed forces regard this necessary. 


Recently the City Council also approved the establishment of a quick deploy- 
ment force. The objective of this is to serve as support for the council's 
security personnel and to intervene effectively and immediately in any 
emergency situations. 


A spokesman of the City Council provided this information in the course of 
an interview. 


Substations 


He was approached with reference to a report from our correspondent in 
Durban that the first municipal guard in South Africa, which was trained 
for such things as guarding municipal property against terrorist attacks, 
among other things, cleared out from there last week. During an intensive 
six week course the 16 guards learned how to protect key points in Durban, 
how to handle dogs and weapons as well as fire fighting and providing 
emergency aid. 


Gordon Haygarth, the city clerk of Durban, said that it was decided to 
establish the municipal guard after the terrorist attacks on two electric 
substations in that city which took place last year. The city council is 
hoping to have a city guard of between 400 and 500 men by the end of this 
year. 
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The spokesman in Capetown was unwilling to provide any numbers. What he 
said was: "The Cape City Council has certain installations that are vital 
for the maintenance of necessary public services. We are aware of threats 
which can occasion damage. The council has taken practical measures for 
the complete protection of these installations. This is a continuous, 
changing, defensive program for keeping in step with developments. Our 
percautionary measures will vary as the threats vary." 


Practiced 


The practical defense of important municipal installations has recently 
improved and he said that access control has also been intensified. 


Procedures which must be followed in the event of emergency in the council's 
premises have been developed and practiced. This has been done to insure 
that any situation in which the council's property, personnel or members 

of the public in this property can be threatened the reaction will be well 
coordinated so as to decrease the possibility of ser‘ous damage, loss of 
life and injuries.

Suzman: Aggett Victimized by Police 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 17 Feb 82 p 15 


[Text] "I am convinced that whatever the autopsy on Dr Neil Aggett may bring 
to light and regardless of the findings in the post mortem examination, he 
has been murdered by Article 6 of the Act on Terrorism." This is what Mrs 
Helen Suzman (Progressive Federal Party MP for Houghton) said yesterday in 
Parliament. 





Mrs Suzman, who introduced the opposition's contribution to the debate of the 
Rabie Commissiaq of Investigation into the security legislation was called to 
order by Mr Hannes du Toit after she proceeded to add among other things that 
Aggett was maltreated and tortured before his death while under detention. 





Following this, in calling a point of order, Minister of police Louis le 
Grange asked whether it was in order for Mrs Suzman to discuss the Aggett case 
and said that her assertions would be taken up in Hansard [official parlia- 
mentary report]. In view of the fact that the case is sub judice, he would not 
be in a positiqm to provide an answer to the assertion later. 


Du Toit found that Le Grange was entirely correct and that the matter will 
remain sub judice until the court passes sentence on it. 


Mrs Suzman then said: "At any rate I have finished with this part." h 


(Dr Aggett, who was arrested in pursuance of Article 6 of the Act m Terrorism, : 
was found hanged by his scarf in his cell). | 


The start of this private matter between Le Grange and Mrs Suzman took place 
when Mrs Suzman asked Le Grange to tell her whether he could provide categorical 
assurance that the security policy are not employing inhuman and degrading 
methods in questioning persm@ms arrested in pursuance of Article 6 of the Act 

of Terrorism. 


Mr Le Grange answered affirmatively. 
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At thisMrs Suzman pointed out that the court had already received testimony by 
prisoners to the effect that they were beaten, were made to stand for lamg 
periods of time, were denied sleep and were forced to do penalty drills for 
long stretches of time. 


She therefore asked Le Grange to look into the truth of the following asser- 
tions about the treatment of a prismer in John Vorster-plein: 


"I saw that about six men questiqmed him. Same of them went away, but three 
remained. He was forced to stand all the time. Later on he was still standing, 
but was naked. He was forced to do push-ups...a considerable number of them. 
He was being beaten with a belt or with a rolled-up newspaper while he did the 
push-ups. After that he had to run around the place with his arms stretched 

in front of him. Now and then he was forced to lift his legs up high while he 
was running and this was alternated with more push-ups. 


All the time he was being questioned he was also being beaten with the news- 
paper, especially when he let his arms down. He was sweating a lot and when 
he nearly fell over a chair from fatigue he was harassed some more. After 12 
hours he got dressed, but then he got pushed around some more. 


Then Mrs Suzman said: "The man who allegedly was subjected to this inhuman 
and degrading treatment was Dr Neil Aggett." 


Nationalist Party members then asked her: "Where did ym get that statement? 
Whose is it?” 


Mrs Suzman replied: "Fram other prisoners." 


Then Le Grange said: "According to the information I have that could not have 
happened at all; but nevertheless I will investigate this matter." 


In her address Mrs Suzman said that all the laws in the world cannot insure 
security in South Africa. The present security situation in the country will 
continue to exist unless "radical changes are made in the social, economic 
and political set up." 


One Nationalist Party member asked her: "What do you mean by '‘'radical?'" 


Mrs Suzman: "Why don't you look it up?" Then she went @m: "How is it pos- 
sible that the Rabie Commission has neglected to investigate in depth the two 
matters of solitary confinement and methods of incarceration which dominate the 
life of prisoners?" 


She asked: "How is it possible that the cammission did not attempt to get an 
answer to the question of: What makes death preferable to emprisonment?" 


She went on to say that the commission evidently did not take the trouble of 


setting up an investigation of what possibly can be a part of this question: 
namely, the methods employed by the police in their interrogations. 
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Mrs Suzman asked: The commissiqm evidently did not give any attention to those 


aspects of the security legislation. I wonder...has the commission ever ques- 
tioned any prisoners or former prisoners held in pursuance of Article 6 of the 
Act of Terrorism about their interrogation as prisoners? 


Police Deny Suzman's Accusations

[Text] A fiery dispute raged in Parliament yesterday over assertions by Mrs 
Helen Suzman (Progressive Federal Party MP for Houghton) that Dr Neil Aggett 
was tortured and maltreated in prison before his death. 


Minister of Police Louis le Grange vehemently denied the accusation and said 
that Mrs Suzman was using Parliament for spreading outrageous reports to the 
world before government spokesmen had a chance to provide an answer in this 
matter. 


Mr Le Grange dared Mrs Suzman to reveal the source of her assertions saying: 
"Bring it out so that it can be seen in the light." 


He does not think she has the courage of her covictio to do this. These are 
unjustified, common, low and outrageqis accusations made by Mrs Suzman on the 
basis of a so-called letter from a so-called security prisoner. 


Yesterday evening Minister of Justice Kobie Coetsee told DIE BURGER that no 
stone will be left unturned to insure that the true state of affairs will be 
made known. In the meantime outside assertions concerning the legal process 
remain unproven and these are making no contributions to justice. 


"With reference to assertions in connection with Dr Aggett's treatment under 
arrest I wish to point out that the most camprehensive and penetrating inves- 
tigation by government pathologists and the family, among others, is being 
carried out, that all pertinent facts will be certainly brought aout by the 
legal process and that no stone will be left unturned in making sure that the 
true state of affairs will be known." This is what Mr Ccetsee said. 


During the unusual debate over the report of the Rabie Cammission Mrs Suzman 
came out saying among other things that: 


Whatever the autopsy on Dr Aggett may bring to light and irrespective of the 





findings of the post mortem examination it was Article 6 of the Act on Terrorism 


which murdered Dr Aggett. 


Mr Le Grange must set up an investigation with respect to a letter she received 


from a prisoner, being held in pursuance of the security legislation, in which 
it is asserted that before he died Dr Aggett was maltreated and tortured, was 
also beaten, forced to stand up for a long time, denied sleep and was forced 
to do strenuous exercises for a long time, 
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Reaction 


In still another development Speaker of Parliament Hannes du Toit said that he 
regretted the manner in which Mrs Suzman violated the sub judice rule and the 
fact that she did not mentiqm Dr Aggett's name until the end of her statement. 
Had she mentioned it before he would have stopped her earlier. 


In light of this he approved Le Grange's reference to Dr Aggett and ruled that 
Minister of Justice Kobie Coetsee could also refer to the Aggett case in 
reaction to Mrs Suzman's statement, 


Le Grange's joining of the debate elicited sharp reaction on the part of the 
Progressive Federal Party. The party's whip, Mr Alf Widman, made two points of 
order: First of all he asked whether Le Grange did not violate the sub judice 
rule by referring to Dr Aggett and secondly whether it was in order to quote 
from a newspaper. 


Mr Le Grange had started to quote from a Cape English evening newspaper which 
carried a detailed report of Mrs Suzman's speech. He said that Mrs Suzman's 
speech was given to the newspaper for the purpose of spreading discrediting 
accusations throughout the world even before the minister of justice could 
have anything to say in the matter. His reaction cald not have appeared 
until the next day's morning newspapers, while Mrs Suzman's accusations would 
have been in the foreign press by then. 3 


I cannot accept a word of what Mrs Suzman has presented as truth here. I dare 
her to reveal her source wherever she wants to reveal it; be it in the council, 
in my office or to THE ARGUS. 


"I deny the whole thing as Mrs Suzman has presented it." 

Mrs Suzman must testify in the legal investigation of Dr Aggett's death. She 
must came to court with her testimony and she must not misuse Parliament in 
this manner. 

Mr Le Grange said that Mr Aggett had been visited a few days before his death 


and he lacked nothing. The autopsy showed that he had not been attacked and 
has no injuries except the one that caused his death.

SO what’s new? 

Up go telephone tariffs and the experts 
say that the effect is going to be infla- 

. tionary. 

On goes a surcharge on imports. 

And the experts say the effect is going to 
be inflationary 

Up go rail tariffs and harbour dues. 

And the experts say it is going to be infla- 
tionary. 

In store for us is a sharp rise in the price of 
petrol. 

And you can be sure that the experts will 
say it is inflationary. 

Sure it is. But the Ministers responsible 
shrug their shoulders and say: “Look 
here. We’ve been caught by rising costs. 
So what can we do but sting you more. 
So sorry. But you know how hard it is to 
balance our books these days.” 

The manufacturer, the farmer, the busi- 
nessman say, “Tut-tut. We'll just have to 
pass our extra costs on to the consumer. 
So sorry.” 

The consumer says: “Hey, cut it out. We 
can’t go on like this. We have to pay 
more for everything. For the school uni- 
forms and clothes our children wear. 
For the food we eat. For the bonds that 
we have on our homes. For dentist’s and 
doctor’s bills. For transport. 

“Every time we look at the newspapers 
there is another shock, and another 
shock, and another. 

“It is not only that our standard of living 
is going down, but our lives are becom- 
ing impossible”. 

And if you think the Government is fin- 
ished with you, just wait for the Budget. 

All signs point to its being a stinker, even 
if the Government takes what it wants 
via loan levies and more indirect taxa- 
tion. 
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And it has already given you one dose of 
bad medicine by raising the sales tax to5 
percent. por 

The tragedy is not only that the middle 
classes are being pushed by ever-rising 
costs into a lower bracket, but that the 
lower-income groups are being pushed 
more and more towards the — rty line. 

In the case of the Whites, they can but 
grouse and grumble and grit their teeth. 
The Governmentdoes not have to facean 
election and therefore does not have to 
account to the electorate for the present 
state of affairs. 

But the Blacks, never in the main well 
paid, are finding that they cannot buy 
basic essentials of life. 

They can only grow more embittered as 
their living costs rise by the day, and the 
week, and the month. 

We let ourselves in for an awful amount of 
potential trouble when we place burdens 
on the lower-paid workers, the mass of 
the people, that they find more and more 
impossible to carry. 

Taken in conjunction with a downturn in 
the economy, which means new jobs will 
become scarcer and present jobs will be 
harder to come by, you will get social 
conditions which the radicals and revo- 
lutionaries will be able to exploit. 

Yet all Ministers, and experts, and busi- 
nessmen, and industrialists, and farm- 
ers can do is say over and over again: 

“Our own costs are going up. We have to 
put up tariffs/prices/bond rates/rents, 
you name it, because we can’t come out 
ourselves if we don’t.” 

This is a sure way to say to people: “We'll 
see we are all right, Jack.” 

And let them suffer. 

Which does not say much for their econ- 
omic good sense and ability to keep 
prices, etcetera, in reasonable check. 








LACK OF PRESS FREEDOM DISCUSSED

[Text] ISTORY,” Henry Ford was reput- 
H: to say, “is bunk!” If he was 
right, then the news media could 
be described as, “bunk in action”, with 
press freedom signifying little more than 
a rather noisy part of our modern mytho- 
logy. 

Everybody is very keen on press free- 
dom, of course. Government, politicians 
of all persuasions, journalists, newspaper 
proprietors — they all love it. Bur it must 
be properly and responsibly used, and not 
abused. You will get a variety of answers 
as to what this might mean, and all of 
them will justify a measure of control in 
some way or another. 

In practise, how does it work? Let us 
take a look at press freedom — the my- 
thological “bull” freely roaming in his 
various pens. 


1. POLITICS. Under this heading, 
we can include government interference, 
a major inhibitory element, which is well 
covered by the press. But we must also 
include the less overt, but not necessarily 
less effective, interference exercised by 
politically minded proprietors, who, at 
the very least, contro! the content of 
their newspapers by hiring and firing 
editors along political lines. 

These proprietors expect more than 
efficient news gathering, or free express 
ion, from their newspapers. It would be 
ridiculous to think that they expect 
impartiality. Naturally, they expect 
support for their cause, and within the 
limits of declared “policy”, the editors 
are allowed freedom. In short, the pro- 
prietors prefer not to interfere, but will 
do so when they think it is necessary. 
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"The Myth of Press Freedom") 


They are the final arbiters of press free- 
dom. 


2. PROFITABILITY. The point is 
that newspapers are not really a very 
profitable business, which partly accounts 
for the fact that so few people or organ- 
isations go in for it. 

Over the years, high-cost technology 
combined with acute competitiveness has 
resulted in more and more newspapers 
falling into fewer and fewer hands. 

It is an open secret that only a few 
newspapers. make: really good profits, 
On non-newspaper activities to show an 
overall good return. 

Many newspapers, it would seem, are 
maintained mainly to block the entry of 
any possible competitor or political 
opponent. 

In other words, the newspaper indu- 
stry is highly monopolistic, and this 
means multiplicity with a high degree of 
uniformity. Needless to say, the lack of 
diversity (apart from stylistic difference 
among editors) is contrary to the whole 


idea of press freedom. 
It would be superfluous to enlarge on 


how this affects journalists, whose job 
opportunities are naturally circumscribed 
by the monopolistic situation. However, 
perhaps it would not be out of place to 
note that the poor profitability of news- 
papers could be useful if a proprietor 
wanted a good, businesslike reason for 


3. PUBLIC APATHY. The govern- 
ment and big business know that public 
apathy will allow them to do pretty well 
as they please.

At a conference during October 1979, 
Mr Rex Gibson of the Sunday Express 
said, in effect, that the public did not 
care much about press freedom. He was 
right. 

Public apathy is nothing new. Right 
through history, a minority of “caring” 
people have had to enlighten — or inti 
midate — the masses into doing what 
is good for them. 

A certain degree of natural apathy 
has to be accepted. But it is possible 
that, in the case of newspapers, this 
natural apathy is reinforced by other 
factors. 7 

One of these could be the stridency 
of many modern newspapers — a result, 
no doubt. of the excessive competitive- 
ness. Big, black headlines, once reserved 
to announce the outbreak of a world war, 
are now almost commonplace. Every day 
is crisis day. Press freedom, particularly 
threats thereto, have had perhaps more 
than a tair share of this sort of treatment. 

It could well be that the public's 
apparent apathy 1s partly a resistance, a 
sort of defence mechanism. against the 
constant warnings and exhortations. Un- 
wittingly, the press may have brought 
about a Verwoerdian “blunting of the 
emotions’. 

Another factor related to public 
apathy is the obvious political bias of the 
newspapers, which means that no news 
paper can enloy complete credibility. All 
are seen to have an axe to grind, and so 
all are suspect, accepted by some and 
rejected by others, depending on political 
labels. 

Here, it would be appropriate to 
mention that. newspapers compete with 
the electronic media as well as among 
themselves, and that surveys conducted in 
various parts of the world, including 
South Africa, have shown that ordinary 
people “trust” the electronic media 
(radio and 1V) tor “reliable” news in 
preference to the print media. 

This merely indicates the effects that 
presentation can have. It is highly im- 
probable that the electronic media, in 
fact, are any more “reliable” or impartial 
than the print media. But they appear to 
be so. Apart from the technical advantag- 
es (such as films or live-action in the case 
of TV), news over the electronic media is 
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usually delivered impassively and with an 
air of disinterested factuality. For ob- 
vious reasons (intonation etc.), the print- 
ed word cannot match the spoken word 
in this regard, and it would be much more 
difficult for the press to practise a spur- 
ious impartiality. 

However, the findings of the surveys 
do seem to confirm the close link be- 
tween apparent neutrality and credibility 
in the public mind. 

4. CONCLUSION. Speculation on 
radical press reform may be idle, but it 
may be of some interest to try to assess 
the advantages which could emerge from 
a less opinionated press; a press which 
abandoned its political Party role, and 
disseminated news in much the same 
impartial way as FEscom_ distributes 
power, with the supplier not concerning 
himself with how the product is used. 

This would rule out editorial opinion, 
but other opinions would be part of the 
news, with all receiving, as far as humanly 
possible, the same weight and emphasis. 

Press freedom could come closer to 
reality in a number of ways: 

(i) The government would find it 
more difficult to legislate against a press 
which was not overtly hostile, and which 
enjoyed universal support as a pure in- 
formation medium. 

(ii) A non-political press would sub 
stantially reduce the over-trading factor. 
In the absence of the propagandist ele- 
ment, there would be no point in main- 
taining newspapers which were super- 
fluous to the real need of the community. 
This would improve profitability, and. 
perhaps, quality. 

(iii) A non-political press would enjoy 
enhanced credibility. The public may well 
be less apathetic towards such a press, 
and this couid increase the measure of 
security for editors and journalists, who 
would be judged purely on their profess- 
ional capabilities, untainted by politics. 

Finally, would it be a practical pro- 
position for newspapers to give up their 
political role? The answer must be yes, 
and no. Yes, because it could be done 
through a radical restructuring of the 
industry, and, no, because the governing 
Party and the other vested interests 
would reject such restructuring - every- 
body being somewhat selective about 
what press freedom means. =

NEW SUNDAY NEWSPAPER FOR BLACKS UNVEILED

[Text] Meet the first all-new mass circulation Sunday newspaper to be 
launched in South Africa for years! 


A crying national need will be met in the last week in March with the launch- 
ing of Golden City Press, a tabloid for blacks which will sell for around 20c 
a copy and start as a 32-pager. 


The new paper is the brainchild of that irrepressible and well-monied publish- 
er, Jim Bailey, who for 15 years ran Post, the leading black newspaper with a 
circulation of some 260 000 before it was sold to Argus in 1970. 


Perskor will handle the printing. 


Distribution will be the responsibility of one of two bidders. A final de- 
cision has still to be taken. 


Mr Bailey told me on Friday: "There is a pressing need for a mass communica- 
tions system not tied to any political party, but clean and clear in its own 
right. 


"We will follow the old Post tradition closely, concentrating on sport and 
human interest, with a popular touch." 


Profits? 


"There has been a huge increase in black spending power and the importance of 
the black consumer since 1970. Advertisers realise this and are now spending 
far more to reach the black market. 


Certainly Dick Goss, managing director of SA Breweries (embracing OK Bazaars, 
Amrel, and now Edgars) agrees. 


As he said at the Simpson, Frankel 1982 Investment Conference on Wednesday: 


"No producer can launch a product and hope it will succeed without 20% to 90% 
black buying. 
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"Partly because of Government decentralisation policy, black spending will 
increase in all areas." 


Editor of Bailey's new venture will be Selwyn Smith, once editor of Post, 
aided by, among others, several former colleagues. 


The political line will be "roughly as it was with Post. The new paper will 
represent its public--mainly moderates--within the limits allowed."

REPORT TREATS FREEDOM OF CHOICE IN LANGUAGE OF EDUCATION

[Text] In the accompanying article Dr Rykie Snynian of the University of 
Pretoria states that although the Afrikaner obviously accepts his vernacular 
as his educational language this is in no way always the case for black 
people. This is one of several penetrating articles on several aspects of 
the Educational Report prepared by RGN [Council for Humanities Research] 

and being published by DIE BURGER with an eye on the great national congress 
to be held from 18 to 20 March in Bloemfontein under the aegis of the 
Federation of Afrikaner Cultural Associations which is to eal with the 
recommendations of the report. 


Traditionally peculiar to the education of the Afrikaner is that his school- 
ing has a Christian character and his educational language is his own 
vernacular. Thus it would not be wrong to accept the fact that the Afrikaner 
regards these two points as non-negotiable. 


The question which comes up is: What does the report of RGN-investigation 
into education have to say with respect to these two points of departure? 
The object was to have the educational system assume the kind of supple- 
ness, with respect to religious beliefs, to make it possible for the 
country's inhabitants to express their religious convictions within the 
bounds of the system. 


Communities must therefore be given the opportunity to decide for themselves 
the type and character of their education. 


This also applies to the Christian community which must exercise a voice 
to the effect that its education bears a Christian character. 


In the investigation very thorough attention has been given to this matter 
to the extent that a separate committee has been appointed to look into 
the matter of education in the vernacular language. 


Shifting Away 


Although the case for the Afrikaner is something obvious, and the same 
applies even for the English speaking part of the white population, this 
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is in no way the case with the coloreds, Indians and blacks. With respect 
to the latter population groups, it is not necessary that the language of 
education for them be their vernacular. 


In the language study among blacks the following findings, as set forth 
in the report of the working committee for language and for language of 
instruction, are of importance: [pp] 182-186: 


(1) The higher the level of education the more popular is English as a 
medium of instruction and the less popular a black language. Blacks asso- 
ciate English with erudition. Black languages are employed in schools 
mainly for practical reasons; the educator must speak the child's language 
until that child learns English (or Afrikaans). : 


(2) Interest in Afrikaans as a medium of instruction rises from grade 2 
(only 11 percent) to a high point of 27 percent for standard 3, only to 
fall again to 19 percent at the form-l level. At the standard-3 level 

and at the form-1 level Afrikaans is preferred slightly above the black 
languages as the medium of instruction, but English is nevertheless in 
much higher demand as a medium of instruction, especially in higher school 
levels. 


Investigation of the language leanings of the coloreds irdicates that 40 
percent of the Afrikaans-speaking coloreds prefer English as a medium of 
education and regard it as the most important language to be learned in 
school. Information on the evident shift from Afrikaans to English is 

not available. Vernacular instruction is being preferred by more than half 
of the Cape Province's coloreds. 


The most recent studies of the language situation among South African 
Indians have been concentrated on the Indians of Natal. 


In South Africa five Indian languages are principally spoken. From a study 
it appears that knowledge of the Indian languages by children in the primary 
and secondary schools is surprisingly low. 


Diversity 


Among the Indian community there is a decided interest to introduce Indian 
languages as school subjects. However, they are preferring English as 
the medium of instruction. 


As a whole the difference between vernacular and medium of education entails 
certain implications for education and the RGN working committee for language 
and language of instruction was obliged to take note of this information. 


The general principle formulated for the purpose of finding an accommoda- 
tion for this matter reads as follows: "Education grants positive recog- 
nition to both inter-community and the diversity of religious and cultural 
ways of life and the language of the inhabitants." 
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With reference to principle it appears that confusion has arisen in the 
interpretation of this, especially among the white group, as though this 
were a notice that education in the vernacular is no longer on the order 
of the day. 


In the RGN's 1973-1974 language study among 1,600 white urban adults, with 
Afrikaans and English as their home language, parents were asked whether 
they regard it as a good idea to send their children to a school where 

(a) the medium of instruction is the second language, or (b) to a double 
or parallel medium school. 


The results, which were worked out statistically, show that one-fourth of 
the Afrikaans speakers and approximately one-sixth of the English speakers 
were proponents of having the children attend schools where the medium of 
education is the second language. 


Sacrifices 


A very popular possibility, supported by more than four-fifths of both 
language groups, is the sending of children to a double-medium, or parallel 
medium, school. This surprising interest evidently ensues from a desire 
of being able to learn the other language group from a closer approach 
at school. 


As far as the Afrikaans speaking population of South Africa is concerned, 
like any other people, they lay claim to their own national character and 
their own identity. Expressions of this national character include such 

things as religion, fidelity to the country, the vernacular, educational 

policy and historical traditions. 


For the Afrikaner, his vernacular is more than just a means of communica- 
tion; it is an expression of an eventful tradition and therefore he has 
always been willing to make sacrifices (such as conducting a language 
struggle) for the right of using his own language at all levels of society. 
The Christian Afrikaner has a great deal of respect for the Christian- 
national view of life much of which is now being acquired through his 
education. To be sure his view of life manifests his deepest convictions 
in and through education. His own Christian-national education, in con- 
formity with Act 39 of 1967, was also the result of this. 


In light of the foregoing certain recommendations pertaining to language 
and education are being quoted here from the report of the Main Committee 
of the RGN. The following aspects are important: 


(a) Students learn best when they are taught in the language in which 
they are most competent and in most instances this is their vernacular. 


(b) The medium of instruction, which is ultimately employed, must be such 
that the particular complexities and subtleties of the relevant contents 
can be reflected at the desired level. 
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(c) The policy with respect to the employment of a language medium at any 
level of education should be such that it will facilitate access to other 
higher levels of education. 


Report of the Main Committee of the RGN investigation on education, pp 144-148: 


(d) Instead of Afrikaans or English as the language media any group has 
the right to develop a native language of South Africa as their medium of 
education. 


Seen in the South African context the principle of vernacular education 
ought to be qulaified through the decisicns or requirements of a certain 
region of community or at a meso- or even macro-level. This implies flexi- 
bility. 


Conclusion: From this information, as seen from its background, and from 
the second principle of providing education in South Africa (as quoted 
above), it can be ascertained that each sector of the community has full 
freedom of determining and planning the character, type and manner of its 
education in accordance with its convictions and requirements. The second 
principle contained in the RGN report which has been accepted and approved 
by all the representatives of the population groups, briefly stated, bears 
the following significance for the white Afrikaans-speaking citizen of 
South Africa: The Christian national character of his education can now 
be built up to its fullest implication. The vermacular can be his medium 
of education provided this is the choice and preference of the community 
involved.

ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATIONS BILL LOWEST IN YEARS

[Text] House of Assembly.--The Additional Appropriation Bill, providing for an 
additional R380 million, was the lowest additional finance asked for in many years, 
the Minister of Finance, Mr Owen Horwood, said yesterday. 


The Bill provided for additional spending on security, flood relief, housing and 
cost escalation, he said during the second reading debate. 


The biggest additional expenditure was on security services where R142-million was 
earmarked to improve the situation for Defence Force, Police and Prison Services. 


A sum of R39-million was provided for additional housing and R24-million for 
flood relief. 


The provinces had to be paid their R66-million agterskot which left an increase of 
only R110-million. 


"When one analyses the figures they are the lowest in many years,"' Mr Horwood said. 
Mr Harry Schwarz (PFP Yeoville) said that although the increased spending was rela- 
tively small at 2,749 percent, in absolute terms the figure of R380-million was 
still substantial. 

The question that the Minister had to answer was how he intended financing it. 


The Bill was read a second time. 


Local government spending was likely to be more closely monitored by the State, 
the Minister of Finance, Mr Owen Horwood, said. 


Speaking during the committee stage of the Additional Appropriation Bill, he said 
a weakness had developed cver the course of time in that there was inadequate con- 
trol over local government spending. This was being worked on. 


"In the meantime we have set in the first instance an overall spending limit in 
which they should budget. This matter is still very much under discussion."

UK FUNDS FOR FARMS--Swaziland is to receive about E4 million from Britain to 
buy farms belonging to Non Swazis. Under an agreement signed yesterday, the 
land, when bought, will be transferred to the Swazi Nation. The grant will 
be used to continue to buy land previously financed under an earlier British 
grant of E3 million. This is in accordance with an agreement made at inde- 
pendence that the British government would finance the buying of undeveloped 
land innon Swazi ownership for transfer to and development of the Swazi Na- 
tion. Speaking at the signing ceremony, the Minister of Finance, Mr.. James 
Simelane, said it was his hope that the gift would be used until the final 
commitment of the government is carried through. In reply, the visiting Brit 
ist Minister for Overseas Development, Mr. Neil Marten, said he had been im- 
pressed with the progress being made in development projects implemented by 
the government through British aid. Mr. Marten, who is on a four day offi- 
cial visit, was also expected to call on His Majesty, King Sobhuza 1l.

CIVIL SERVICE SALARIES--Civil servants are to get their biennial salaries 
award during the 1982-83 financial year which begins at the end of March. 
"This biennial award was anticipated this year with an interim award of eight 
per cent," Mr. Simelane says in his budget speech. "A similar amount has been 
included in the 1982-83 estimates. This, together with the value of the an- 
nual increments, which is between three and four per cent depending on the 
salary scale, brings the improvement in salaries to almost 20 per cent," he 
says. However, he disclosed in his speech that the employment of temporary 
staff by government departments inflats recurrent expenditure at the expense 
of capital. "To give an example: about two years ago,it was discovered that a 
large number of staff had been engaged on temporary or daily paid terms over 
the years, and had in fact, become part of the permanent work force," he says. 
It was decided to regularise this situation by creating about 1,000 new per- 
manent and pensionable posts, and by imposing strict control over further re- 
cruitment of temporary and daily paid staff. However, it has been established 
that since then more of such staff have been employed. "This is a highly un- 
satisfactory situation because more and more of the funds allocated to minis- 
tries and departments are being depleted by staff costs, and leaving less for 
expenditure aimed at improving economic growth.

SUGAR REVENUE DROP=--Swaziland might lose about E9 million in revenue from the 
Sugar export taxes in the 1981 1982 financial year. This is due to a sharp 
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deterioration in the world sugar prices, says the Minister of Finance, Mr. 
James Simelane. In his budget speect, on the outlook for the coming year, Mr. 
Simelane said: ‘As it is impossible to recover this loss in full from other 
revenue sources, it is expected that our revenue total for 1981 1982 will be 
below estimate, possibly by about E7 million’. On the other hand, he said, 
recurrent spending may exceed the estimate by about E3 million, as it did in 
1980 1981, and thereby increase the deficit to about E10 million. ‘However, 
the 1980 1981 tendency for capital expenditure to lag behind the estimate 
will be repeated this year and is likely to end up at least E15 million short 
of target,' said Mr. Simelane. He added that this means a larger volume of 
spending has to be forwarded to next year in order to complete the projects 
which have already been started. Mr. Simelane said, having budgeted for a 
surplus of just El million in the 1980 1981, the country ended up with a 
surplus of nearly El4 million and revenue exceeded the estimate by about E5 
million. He said these figures reveal one unsatisfactory aspect oof the bud- 
get. ‘This is that while recurrent spending, which is relatively wnproductive 
in economic terms, has a tendency to exceed the estimate, capital spending, 
which is a productive part of our budget, has a greater tendency in the op- 
posite direction', he said.

He also said NESP would adhere to a strict control of recurrent expenditure, 
aimed at reducing wastes and mismanagement in all government departments and para- 
statals. 


On foot self-sufficiency, Ndugu Malima said the country had been experiencing an 
erratic weather situation for the past three years, making it necessary for the 
Party and Government to resort to irrigation to contain the situations. 
Professor reiterated that peasants be encouraged to cultivate drought-resistant

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TAC REPORT RAPS PARASTATAL LOSSES, BOOKKEEPING STANDARDS

tion (TAC) has appealed for 
quick measures to arrest a rising 
trend of loss-making in the 
parastatal sector, and tor 
improvement of what it termed 
“pathetic book-keeping 
standards.” 

In a report, on auditing in the 
parastatal sector the Corpora- 
tion revealed that of 282 
accounts it audited in the last 
financial year, only 85 — hardly a 
third — managed to secure clean 
audit reports. 

Some 139 were awarded 

ualified reports, meaning that 
their statements of accounts left 
out vital information. A further 
58 got “no opinion” reports, 
which means the auditors could 
not express either positive or a 
negative opinion due to 
uncertainties over ~ certain 
transactions and lack = of 
adequate information. 

According to the = report 
presented by the TAC Chief 
Auditor, Ndugu B. L. Mariki, at 
a yveneral managers’ course at 
Momela Wildlite Lodge in 
Arusha yesterday. of the 282 
accounts examined, 110 of them 

or 39 per cent — had incurred 
losses in their operations last 
year. 

The trend has worsened since 
the 1978/79 financial year, when 
out of 247 accounts audited, 81 
or only 32.8 per cent had 
recorded losses. The report 
pots out that while the sector ts 
the nerve-centre of the cconomy 
and ows expected to yield 


to the maximum, many concerns 
were giving negative returns 
while others depended on 
subventions for survival. 

The report turther notes that 
lateness in preparaiion of 
accounts is on the increase. 


Accounts in arrears for up to two 
years and above were 83 last year 
‘compared with only 3} in the 
1978/79 financial year. Another 
17 were behind by one and half 
ie and 37 by one year, 
ringing the total to 137. 


The report notes sadly: 
Generally, 25 per cent of the 
parastatals are in arrears for 
more than one year at any 
particular date in the 
preparation of their accounts.” 


The report also notes that the 
historical background of these 
firms has rendered them 
inadequate as promoters of 
economic development. 

For cxample, it notes that 
many of them have been created 
out of nationalisation of “sick” 
firms with little prior planning. 
Even those created in pursuit of 
Government policy were set 
against heavy odds such as 
improper capital structure, poor 
manpower base and other 
internal short-comings. 


It also notes that many have 
“inactive boards” and do not 
hold formal meetings sometimes 
even for more than a year to 
review and appraise the 
problems and performance of 
their organisations. 
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Yet others are functionin 
without effective .manageri 
talent. Some of S aeeeee 
managers afe not a ate 
equipped to give sustained and 
positive directions to persons at 
operational level. the report 
observes. 


__ The report recalls that accord- 
ing to the Auditors and

‘Many organisations are not 
complying with this legal 
requirement. Even where

Besides careful selection of 
the chief executive officers of the 
parastatals, the top manage- 
ment of the corporations should 
be fully aware of the importance 
of sound financial controls, the 
report suggests as a measure to 
improve performance. 


Similarly, middle-level 
management should understand 
importance of internal 
controls and accounting 


procedures, the report says. 


Further, the report suggests 
strengthening of the monitoring 
role of the Registrar of

[Text ] Q: — Arusha was given the 
status of a municipal coun- 
cil on July 1, 1980. Can you 
tell us a short history of 
the municipal growth and 


its present area and

: — Arusha Municipal 
Council is an urban local 


authority. The council has 
gone through several phases 
of administration which could 
be summerised as follows: 

@ Native administration 
before the year 1896 when the 
Germans set foot in Arusha. 

@ African Advisory Council 
before the-formation of town- 
ship authority, and later 
township authority up to the 
end of 1954. 

@ Arusha town was given a 
town council status on 
January |, 1955 —- a status 
which continued until Decem - 
ber 31, 1972 when urban 
authorities were abolished to 
give room to district develop- 
ment councils under the 
decentralisation system. 
While the former was a local 
government per se. the latter 
was not. 

Between January 1, 1974 
and June 30, 1978 the town 
was administered under the 
District Development Coun- 
cil (Arusha District). On July 
1, 1978 Arusha Town Council 
was reestablished and that 
status covered the period up 
to June 30, 1980. 

The municipality has an 
area of 93 square kilometres 





and place] 


and the 1978 population cen- 
sus showed that there were 
86,787 people in the town. 
But with an _ annual 
population growth rate of 5.9 
per cent, the population is 


estimated to be_ 110,000 
people at present. The 
population density’ is 


estimated at 93:33 people per 
square kilometre. 

Q: — In recent years 
Arusha’s fame has grown 
tremendously. What do you 
think has contributed to 
this fame? oe 
A:—It is true that nationally 
and internationally, Arusha's 
reputation has = grown 
significantly. Several factors 
account for this. First, you 
may be aware that 
geographically Arusha town is 
the centre of the African con- 
tinent from Cape Town to 
Cairo and the clock tower is 
the central point. 

Again Arusha is the centre 
of tourism in the northem cir- 
cuit in Tanzania. And in- 
ternationally Arusha wae the 
headquarters of the then East 
African Community. Today, 
there is the famous Arusha 


International Confere nce 
Centre — an attraction by 
itself. 


Politically, Arusha was the 
place where the Arusha 
Declaration was born on 
February 5, 1967. The 
significance of this blue print 
needs no mention for its spelt 
out the basis of our political 
and socioeconomic develop- 
ment. : 
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Economicaily Arusha town 

is surrounded by rich grazing 
land with over two million 
head of cattle. Not only that, 
but also Arusha town is 
surrounded. by rich farm 
lands with coffee, wheat and 
bananas both on large and 
small scale. It is therefore the 
centre of commercia! business 
and communication for the 
region. 
Q@: — Do vou have any 
social and economic 
development plans for the 
municipality? 


A: —Yes. We have a number 
of development plans which 
we could basically group in 
four categories — agriculture, 
economic service, commercial 
services snd social services. 

We have a few hectares of | 
coffee and sisal which were 
once owned by settlers — the 
Themi Coffee and Sisal 
Eatates — which earns us 
some three million/- annually. 
We have also introduced some 
maize and beans from which 
we expect to get an additional 
one million/-. We also main- 
tain irrigation schemes for 
our farms. I think we are the 
only municipality to un- 
dertake such agricultural ac- 
tivities. 

We further render sup- 
portive services to people 
carrying out dairy farming 
which has turned out to be 
very lucrative these days and 
many more people are taking 
to dairy keeping. On industry 





we emphasise on small scale 
industries organised on a co- 
operative basis. 

Afforestation is another of 
our development projects. We 
have tree nurseries from 
which we get tree seedling for 
planting on hills” and 
alongside rivers and roads. 
Our target is to plant 110 hec- 
tares. So far 83 hectares have 
been planted with 136,000 
trees 

Projects related to 
economic services include the 
construction of produce 
markets, industrial service 
roads as well as urban celec- 
trificatuion. Commercial ser- 
vices rendered include the 
establishment of cowperative 
shops, trading stalls and the 
organisation of the informal 
sector such as newspaper 
selling and shoe-making. That 
is why you cannot see people 
walking the. streets selling 
peanuts and the like. 

Socal services carried out 
by the municipality include 
the construction of primary 


school buildings, urban 
dispensaries, fire services, am- 
bulance services, street 
‘leaning,  cesspit emptying 
and street lighting. There are 
21 primary schools, five 
dispensaries, three fire ten- 


ders, two ambulances (plus 
one for burial services), nine 
refuse collectors and five 
cesspit emptiers. 

Since our establishment on 
July 1. 1978 we have been 
able to spend 40,479,000/- on 
all these development 
proects. Today we have a 
fleet of 25 trucks compared to 
niy five when we took over. 
Q: — You mentioned 
earlier that the growth rate 
of the municipality was 5.9 
per cent. How does Arusha 
Municipal Council adopt it- 
self to the challenge of this 
fast growth? 

A The 1967 population 
census indicated that Arusha 
town had an annual 
population growth rate of 10.0 
Now, this was far too 


per cent 

high by international stan- 
dards for a Third World 
country town. This” high 
population growth was at- 
tributed to the economic 


prospects related to the then 
East African Community. But 
while the population in 1967 
stood at 46,362 people, it rose 
to 86,787 at the 1978 census. 

By using the growth rate of 
10.0 per cent indicated in 
1967, it was estimated that 
the town would have over 
148,000 people in 1977. The 
drop in the growth rate from 
10.0 to 5.9 per cent has been 
attributed to the demise of the 
East African Community, a 
situation indicating that 
prospective entrepreneurs 
abandoned some of their 
nropects. 

in fact the growth rate had 
dropped much more than the 
present rate soon after the 
collapse of the East African 
Community. It only picked up 
again to the present 5.9 per 
cent after the establishment of 
the Arusha International 
Conference Centre in 1978. 
However, even the present 
growth rate is far too high for 
international standards, more 
so to a town in a developing 
country like Tanzania. 

There is the problem of 
ruraluurban migration. More 
people are coming to town 
than the town could ac- 
commodate and service. The 
ruralurban migration can be 
attributed to both “urban 
pull’’ and ‘rural push” fac- 
tors. The urban pull factors 
are attractive urban social 
lif, desire to live with a 
relative. desire to raise one’s 
income and improve living 
conditions, false stones of 
available jobs in town. 

Others are the search for 
uncontributing anonymity in 
the town, the glamour of the 
town reputation, to continue 
studies or job transfers, and 
to have a new social change. 
The rural push factors would 
be the dislike of country life 
by school leavers, land scar- 
city in rural areas (Meru 
areas) and social conflict bet- 
ween say wife and husband 
andr child and parents. 

To absorb this challenge 
the municipality has two 
courses of action. First to find 
accommodative rather than 
restrictive means such as the 
provision of adequate socal 
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hospitals, health centres anc 
some selected dispensarie: 
have been equipped witt 
microscopes and are at 
tending TB and leprosy 
patients. Similarly, a constan 
stock of required drug: 
sufficient to last two month: 
is maintained at the treat 


ment centres. 

At the same time 
programme co-ordinator:

A: — The squatter problem 
though may have different 
names is common in both 
cities of developed and 
developing countries. 

Cities in developed coun- 
tries have problems arising 
out of their own growth. 

On the other hand, cities in 
developing countries are 
characterised by rapid urban 
growth resulting from both 
natural growth and rural to 
urban migration. Lack of 
resources, let alone shortages, 
leads to narrow, unsanitary 
and degraded urban set- 
tlements. 

he squatter problem is one 
if not the most serious 
problem facing fast growing 
towns in the Third 
World...And, yes, Arusha 
town is no exception. 

Q: — How does Arusha face 
the challenge of the squat- 
ter problem? 

A: — Before speaking on how 
the municipality faces the 
challenge, I would prefer to 
start with the cause for 
there is a danger of taking 
consequences of the squatter 
problems for their causes. 
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The word squatter has dif- 
ferent meanings. However, 
there is a general agreement 
that a ‘squatter settlement’’ 
is an area where people livarin 
physically unplanned and 
inadequately provided with 
social services. While many 
think that fast population 
growth (both natural and 
migratory) as the root cause, I 
would basically take the real 
cause to be short+term rather 
than long range physical plan- 
ning. 

Our towns in Tanzania for 
example were not planned for 
people to live in, rather they 
grew as: 


e industrial, ad - 
ministrative and commercial 
centres, 


© Outlets of communication 
and transportation; 

@ Locus of economic and , 
administrative power; 

@ Centres of contact with 
government officials and 

@ To provide proper image 
of the country to the outside 
world. 

Thus urbanisation in Tan- 
zania could be considered at 
two strategic levels; first the 
‘objective strategic” level and 
secondly the ‘market 
economy strategic’’ level. 

In the former, urban 
development forms part of the 
national socio-economic 
development programme. The 
objective here being the 
establishment of a relation- 
ship, linkage or interaction 
between rural and urban 
areas. Her urban growth is 
planned and considered not 
as a problem, rather a means 
to achieve specific goals. 


In the latter, urban growth 


is left the free interplay of 
market forces and counter 
forces. I consider the ‘ovb- 


jective strategy” as an ap- 
propriate planning tool in 
tackling the squatter 
problems in Tanzania. 

_ People do not prefer to live 
in unplanned and unserviced 
areas though this dves not 
preclude ‘professional squat- 
ters.’ They do so _ because 
physical planning has fell 
short of their demands. The 
solution to squatter problems 
therefore is not the adop- 
tation of restrictive measures, 
rather the finding of effective 
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and workable physical plan- 
nin 1s measures. 

ysical planning should 
therefore be in advance of 
people's settlement if we are 
to solve the squatter problems 
effectively. The best approach 
is to look for unsettled areas 
in the outskirts of our towns. 
Plan them, survey plots, 
provide social services such as 
water, schools, dispensaries, 
street lights, roads, shops and 
community centres before 
people are taken to live in 

em. 

Thus in trying to solve the 
problem of squatter set- 
tlements in our town, the 
municipality ‘uses the 
aforementioned _ remedial 
courses of action.

He gave no details for 
the delay. 


However, he said "a lot of the necessary civil works and machine installation had 
now been completed, but both civil works and installations still need finishing 
touches. 

"We anticipate trial production in June or July at the latest," the spokesman said 


adding that some machines were still being tested. 


Trial runs, he said, could go on for four months or so before performance test be- 
gin. 


The test runs are to determine the "kind of factory we have in its totality," he 
explained.

MUGABE HARDENS LINE 
Paris LE MONDE in French 12 Feb 82 p 5 


[Article by Jean-Pierre Langellier: ''The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, Is Constantly 
Hardening His Tone toward Opponents" ] 


[Text] W.I. Mangwende, Zimbabwe's minister of foreign affairs, is 
expected in Paris Monday 15 February, where he will be on an offi- 
cial visit until Wednesday Mr Mangwende will meet in particular 
with Claude Cheysson, minister of external relations, and Jean- 
Pierre Cot, minister delegate to the minister of external relations 
for cooperation and development. 


This visit comes at a time when the tension between Robert Mugabe, 
the prime minister of Zimbabwe, and Joshua Nkomo, his principal 
political rival, is constantly growing, as our special correspon- 
dent in Salisbury reports to us. 


Salisbury--Zimbabwe is living through a time of suspicion. Over recent months, the 
prime minister, Robert Mugabe, has delivered, by turns, menacing innuendos and 
overt reprimands, abrupt warnings and unproven accusations against his political 
adversaries. This verbal escalation has had the effect of casting doubt on the 
loyalty of all those--blacks or whites--who do not belong to the majority party, 
the Zimbabwe African National Union-Patriotic Front (ZANU-PF). 


The national reconciliation to which Mr Mugabe constantly proclaims his devotion 
remains the regime's hard and fast law. It has not prevented the acceleration of a 
campaign against the “interior dissidents" considered henchmen--or simple objective 
allies--of South Africa. The government has hardened its tone toward its oppon- 
ents, as its complaints have intensified. 


Until last summer, Ian Smith, chief of the Republican Front, and Bishop Muzorewa, 
president of the United African National Council (UANC), were the favorite targets 
of gevernment anger. They were accused mainly of "subsersive talk." 


After the explosion in August that destroyed an enormous munitions depot at a bar- 
racks close to Salisbury, the prime minister accentuated his accusations, denounc- 
ing his adversaries’ "subversive activities.'' They were no longer sinning only in 
word but in deed also. Starting in November, a new theme leavened Mr Mugabe's re- 
marks--that of "plotting,'' immediately taking form with the arrest in Bulawayo, for 
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"violation of state security," of six white civilians, one of whom was the leader 


of a small far-right group. The imprisonment in December, specifically for "plot- 
ting,'’ of one of the 20 deputies of the Republican Front, Wally Stuttaford, marked 
a further tightening. 


In recent weeks, the prime minister has been more and more clearly throwing suspi- 
cion on his principal African rival, Joshua Nkomo. He alluded to certain new com- 
plicities, inspired by Pretoria, between white extremists and former partisans al- 
lied with Mr Nkomo. The recent discovery of an impressive cache of arms and ammu- 
nition in the heart of the country, Matabele (LE MONDE of 10 February)--Mr Nkomo's 
fief--has enabled Mr Mugabe to corroborate his complaints by accusing certain mem- 
bers of the Patriotic Front of preparing to take power by force. 


In any case, distrust is constantly growing between the two former allies. Each 
has his share of responsibility in this discord. Nkomo--minister without portfo- 
lio, with very ill-defined duties--plays small parts and is necessarily bitter 
about this. He is under no illusions about the intentions of the prime minister, 
who even before being able to set up a sirgle party tried to blunt, without too 
much shock, the influence of this aging but still prestigious man. With its 20 
deputies and its strong regional roots, the Patriotic Front remains an obstacle. 


Seventeen Years of State of Emergency 
When he proclaims that his party is "governing forever,'' Mr Mugabe is hardly favor- 
political detente. When the prime minister asserts that the party should "command 
the government more sharply," since "it is the people,'' Mr Nkomo declares himself 
"bitterly disappointed," swears that he "will never join ZANU," and reproaches Mr 
Mugabe with "mangling the Constitution,'' which, he adds, provides for "a supreme 
and single organ: the Parliament." 


Mugabe's new firmness is easily explained, of course. It is nourished by a cascade 
of incidents--sometimes serious--that have challenged the state's authority: thefts 
of weapons from a barracks in the capital, assassination of the Salisbury represen- 
tative of the African National Congress (ANC), destruction of the Inkomo munitions 
depot, the escape--thanks to the complicity of a police inspector--of a white cap- 
tain accused of espionage in the service of Pretoria, andthe attack on the ZANU-PF 
headquarters in which 7 were killed and 100 wounded. 


Mugabe is taking seriously the risks of subversion, which in his eyes justify the 
automatic renewal, every 6 months, of a state of emergency that has already lasted 
\? years. He considers that his political indulgence of the European minority has 
been poorly reciprocated. But isn't he sliding from one excess to another? Two 
months afterward, the arrest and solitary confinement of Mr Stuttaford, in viola- 
tion of his parliamentary immunity, has not resulted in any specific indictment. 
The deputyv's attorney asserts that his client, who is 61, has been mistreated in 
prison. No one has made a denial on this point. On the other hand, 4 whites out 


of the 12 are to be judged next month for "illegal possession of weapons of war." 


Mr Muyabe, at the innumerable popular meetings that he chairs, announces measures 


that often remain dead letters. There is no lack of examples of this gap between 
words and deeds. In his last year's-end message, he announced a coming "purge" of 
the security forces in order to "rid the country of enemy agents." This purge has 
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not taken place. Only a few white police officers out of the 800 still serving in 
Zimbabwe have been sacked for having openly celebrated the 1965 unilateral declara- 
tion of independence. In addition, no white police officers were advanced in the 
recent wave of promotions. 


Contradictory Remarks 


Mugabe also threatened to impose an oath of allegiance on the security forces. 
There was no follow-through on this notice. The same for the announcement of a 
"code of conduct" intended to combat the nascent corruption in administrative cir- 
cles, and the creation of camps in which young unemployed men would receive mili- 
tary training in particular. The code has not been decreed, and the camps do not 
seem to have been opened. 


These threats no made good and these speeches without follow-up are uselessly mak- 
ing the atmosphere heavier and are producing an incoherent image of government po- 
licy. In talking too much, Mr Mugabe is making contradictory remarks that artifi- 
cially maintain the tension. It alarms the white minority while at the same time 
running the risk of appearing too weak in the eyes of its partisans. The first ef- 
fect of this behavior is to fuel the exodus of the Europeans, which continues at a 
high rate (20,000 departures in 1981). Seven emigrants out of 10 go to South Af- 
rica to live. More than 10,000 visa applications are reported to be in process in 
the South African consulate in Salisbury. 


The South African government, it is true, does not hesitate to remind the Salisbury 
government that it has it at its mercy. But is it in its interest to push too far 
a destabilization action that would benefit Mr Nkomo, an old ally of Moscow and a 
long-standing friend of the leaders of the ANC? 


Zimbabwe's dependence on its powerful neighbor in the matter of trade and transport 
remains (LE MONDE of 16 December 1981). But South Africa, perhaps yielding to 
Western pressures, has finally consented to renew contacts at the high civil-serv- 
ice level, as Salisbury desired, with a view to restoring the trade-preference 
agreement that links the two countries. The talks began on neutral ground, in 
the transit zone of the Johannesburg international airport. They have been sus- 
pended since the end of January. The negotiations between Salisbury and Maputo on 
startup of the Beira-Umtali oil pipeline, which will carry all the petroleum pro- 
ducts going to Zimbabwe, are also at an impasse, blocked on the question of the 
fixing of tariffs. 


Other factors are aggravating the uncertainty. ZANU-PF has had no secretary gener- 
al since the dismissal of Edgard Tekere. A ZANU-PF congress--one has not been held 
since 1964--is constantly postponed. The ministerial shuffle that seemed imminent 
a few weeks ago is still being waited for. For long months, there has been no one 
holding some important portfolios--Trade and Health. In the chancelleries there is 
talk of the loss of ZANU-PF's audience and the divisions that wrack it--all of 
which elements are difficult to evaluate. 


On the other hand, there is no doubt but that the present equivocal situations are 
largely the result of the strategy adopted by Mugabe. By choice as much as by ne- 
cessity, he means to build socialism by successive stages. But he refrains from 
"showing his colors." The price of this strategy of uncertainty necessarily has to 
be paid--that is, one has to accept the exodus of the skilledwhite labor force, the 
restlessness of Nkomo's partisans and the reticence of the foreign investors. 
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MUGABE WANTS MORE WHITES IN CABINET

About 75 people drawn from Salisbury's business and professional groups 
attended the discussion, which was arranged at Mr Mugabe's request by Mr 
Chris Andersen, MP.

The Prime Minister assured the meeting that his Government wanted whites to 
stay in the country and praised their contribution to the growth of the 
economy. 


The Prime Minister said that while the Government "was not keen to see an 
all-black Cabinet" the fact that the white community was represented in 
Parliament by the Republican Front "makes it more difficult to choose white 
representatives for the Cabinet." 


"The matter will be taken care of in due course by appointments." 


fhe Government was committed to introducing socialism based on Marxist- 
Leninist principles but would do so without destroying the infrastructure 
inherited at independence, 


Under the three-year transitional national development plan being considered 
by Cabinet, it was planned that 55 percent of investment would come from the 
public sector and 45 percent from the private sector. 


On the blocking of white promotions in the civil service he said this was an 
interim measure to allow blacks to catch up. 








Once that had been achieved, the Government would return to a policy of 
promotion on merit. 


Asked if detention without trial was to be Government policy “in view of 
the new society we are building," the Prime Minister said he regretted having 
to use the measure, but it was necessary. 


"It is something we resort to only when forced to, and in any case we are 
not detaining anybody without trial. They have been detained for good 


reason and you can be assured that they will appear in court." 


Asked what was holding up the opening of the Beira-Umtali pipeline, Mr Mugabe 
said negotiations with Mozambique had been completed, 


"Only a few technical details remain to be settled, and the Minister of 
Industry and Energy Development, Dr Simba Makoni, is due to discuss them in 
Maputo next Thursday,"’ the Prime Minister said.

But, he said, whites 
must regroup in order to 
play their full political 
and ecomomic role in the 
gew society being created.

The meeting involving 
@ cross-section of about 
75 representatives of 
Salisbury’s professional 
and businessmen was 
orgamised by Mr Chris 
Andersen, Republican 
Front MP and former 
justice minister in the 
government of Mr Ian 
Smita. 

“Let us be more acces- 
sible to each other,” the 
Prime Minister said. 

He said all political 
parties had agreed at 
Lancaster [Touse that the 
old order had faued and 
that a new dispensation 
was necessary. He then 
set out the ways in which 
his majority Government 
had set about establishing 
that anew order 


First it had been a 
priority to redress the 
imbalance of the past. In 
particular the gap _ be- 
tween rich and poor. 

This was why the Gov- 
ernment had _ introduced 
minimum wage regula: 
tions. 

On private enterprise he 
said: “We cannot destroy 
the infrastructure we in- 
herited at independence. 
That would be to destroy 
the basis for future pro- 
gress. We want to develop 
on the viable basis we 
found at independence. 

“But many business 
concerns base their opera- 
tions on the need to maxi- 
mise profits. There is a 
lack of realisation that 
those who work day by 
day to ensure such profits 
are also human beings 
who must be treated as 
such. They deserve just 
wages.” 

The Prime Minister 
urged businessmen to 
recognise that workers 
who contributed towards 
their profits should be 
educated. ‘Their skiiis 
should be developed.’ he 
said. 

“It is a pity that past 
39¢10-econcmic patterns 
divided our peoole. We 
must now try to bring 
about oneness. There must 
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be a period of adjustment 
but it must come quickly. 

“The division of society 
into compartments. of 
black and white is primi- 
tive.” 

It was vital that it 
should not only be Govern- 
ment implementation of 
the policy of “oneness” but 
individuals, businessmen 
and industrialists should 
also be involved. 

On the mixing of the 
races, he said: “We are 
not forcing you to as- 
sociate with persons of 
another colour or race. We 
all choose our own 
friends.” 

But the Prime Minister 
said industry and public 
services in the country 


must be colourblind. 
“Schools and _ hospitals 
must De non-racial.”’ He 
Knew of the fears many 
whites felt that this would 
lead to a towering of 
standards. 

“We in Government are 
very cognisant of the 
need to keep up and in- 
deed raise standards. All 
chose who want to main- 
tain them shoul€ draw our 
attention to any possibi- 
lity of the collapse of 
those standards.” 

Mr Mugabe said the 
fears that the private sec- 
tor had over the seizure of 
property were unfoundec.

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Prime Minister, Mr Mu- 
zabe, and joined ZANU 
(PF). 

He said this week he 
had made plans to leave 
for an undisclosed desti- 
nation. 

“I feel my being here 
is like rubbing salt into 
the wound,” he said on 
Wednesday.

Mr Humphrey Tate, 
headmaster of Melsetter 
School where Penny 
Valentine was withdrawn, 
said he had been dis- 
appointed by the impres- 
sion given in The Sunday 
Mail that the girl had 
been withdrawn from 
school recently. 

In fact, she stopped 
going to the school in 
October last year, he 
said. 

“If the child is scared 
of coming hack to school 
why have the parents not 
contacted me?” he said. 

Mr Valentine had said 
his daughter was scared 
of going back to school 
because of what she had 
gone through. “She is 
the one who suffered the 
stupid remarks, She is 
now completely isolated 
and so is my wife as no- 
body will speak to them.”

All this had to be done 
in the context of merit,

A private employment 
agency employee, Mrs 
Anne  Sievwrignt, said 
there was a shortage of 
qualified people for top 
jobs across the board. 

“On many occasions we 
had to tell our clients that

job. Advertising for the 
job has also become too 
Pxpensive because the re- 
sponse is so r for to 
jobs,” she a , 

She added that there 
was 2n acute shortage of 
qualified and skilled 
people. Even those quaili- 
fied 'acked the necessary 
experience. 


Over the past vear the 
agency had had many 
black and white graduates 
applving for jobs. 

“But because they have 
mo experience they cannot 
fill managerial posts like 
That of plant manager. 
Such vacancies are caused 
Dy many skilled people 
leaving the country. 

“The past year has seen 
many more Afmcan than 
European applications for 
top jobs “ut most do not 
have the experience. 

‘So there are not 
enougn trained — black or 
white — applicants to fill 
the posts,” said Mrs Siev- 
wright. 

The group personnel 
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manager of National 
Breweries, Mr Steve 
Kuipa, said yesterday 
there had been more Sig- 
nificant changes toward 
Africanisation in the pub- 
lic sector than in the 
private sector. 

“The private sector has 
not gone that far yet,” he 
aaid. 

“In some progressive 
companies there have 
been promotions up to the 
middle-management level, 
but nothing has happened 
in the top level positions 
where decisions are being 
made.” 

He said the private sec- 
tor argued that there 
were no suitable blacks 
to fll top managerial 
positions. 

“But they have not gone 
out to train suitable black 
employees or recruited 
Suitable applicants for 
these jobs.” 

He suggested that the 
private sector pursue a 
deliberate Africanisation 
process, failing which “the 
Government must step in 
with legislation’.

These schemes had a capa- 
city of 5 844 families. 

Five co - operative 
schemes for 954 members 
and 10 accelerated 
schemes, with fewer ser- 
vices than the normal 
scheme, had also. been 
developed. 

Last month’ another 
seven normal schemes for 


7 720 families were started. 

“Thus the total number 
of schemes fully allocated 
and those at varying 
stagea of completion have 
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@ capacity of 14 202 fami- 
lies. The total hectarage of 
all these schemes is 
782 700 ha.” 

The spokesman said an- 
other 11 achemes, catering 
for about 11000 families 
on 450000ha, were in 
various stages of planning 
and another 200 000 ha had 
been set aside for more 
accelerated schemes. 

The first resettlement on 
land bought by the minis- 
try from commercial 
farmers was in November 
1980 at Soti Source in the 
Gutu area.

On October 26 last vear, 
‘Ave years after so-called :n- 
dependence, tne TransKei 
Army was able to give a

RECENT GOVERNMENT MOVES HEIGHTEN INSECURITY OF WHITES

SALISBURY. — “You 
should know that 


whenever things have 
got too hard for us Af- 
rikaners, we've trek- 
ked,”’ said the church 
ouderling. 

Our boerbeskuit lost a 
few crumbs as he punc- 
tuated his list of troubles 
afflicting the dwindling 
number of Afrikaners in 
Zimbabwe with blows on 
his table. 

“The standard of educa- 
tions is... (wack). 
“The standard of health 
is... (wack). 

The ouderling blamed 
‘“daai boggers in Pre- 
toria’ for getting the 
country’s whites into this 
situation. They had “‘cut 
Smith's throat’ he said. 

But his views were by 
no means representa- 
tive. Different state- 
ments were expressed by 
Rosemary du Plooy, the 
wife of a Chipinga 
tarmer who also owns a 
business in the small 
town on the Mozambi- 
que border 

This country has de- 
finitely got a future,” she 
said 


But the estimated 
15000 Afrikaners still 
living in Zimbabwe are 
overwhelmingly insec- 
ure. All want the assur- 
ance from the country’s 
Prime Minister, Mr 
Robert Mugabe, that 
they are indeed wanted, 
needed, appreciated, 
and that the past can be 
forgotten. 

Judging by Afnkaans 
church congregation fig- 
ures, the Zimbabwean 
Afrikaner population 
has lost between 50 and 
80 percent of its mem- 
bers over the past 10 
years, most of them to 
destinations south of the 
Limpopo. With black 
majority rule, the rate of 
departure is generally 
said to have increased. 

A major blow for 
many was the decision to 
emigrate taken by Mr 
Rowan Cronje. former 
Rhodesian Cabinet 
Minister under Mr lan 
Smith, and the man who 
was widely acknow- 
ledged as leader of the 
Afrikaans community. 
High hopes had been 
pinned to Mr Cronje’s

To Trek or Not To Trek 7" 


mast, among them that 
he might be able to re- 
place Mr Smith and lead 
the country’s white 
population into a closer 
relationship with Mr 
Mugabe's black majority 
government. 

Ironically, the fact that 
he is an Afrikaner was, 
for some, a major factor 
in these high hopes: he 
was ‘‘of Africa’, and 
likely to be able to speak 
the kind of explicit lan- 
guage Mr Mugabe would 
trust. 

But his departure has 
also meant that consid- 
erable criticism about 
him has surfaced. One 
farmer remarked Mr 
Cronje usually had his 
nose in the wind rather 
than up front leading his 
volk. 

This leaderlessness 
has only compounded 
the feeling of political 
impotence that Af- 


rikaner history reveals as - 
one of this white tribes’s — 


major horrors. 

Six well-shorn Af- 
nkaans children attend 
classes at Excelsior 
School, Bulawayo — the

only Afrikaans-medium 
school in Zimbabwe — 
given by elderly Tant 
Marie du Preez. The 
school, alongside the 
Bulawayo Nederduitse 
Gereformeerce Kerk, 
started the 1981 
academic year with 17 
children. By year’s end, 
the number had dwin- 
died to seven — largely 
owing to emigration. Its 
future is naturally uncer- 
tain. 

Some of the wealthier 
have sent their children 
to school in South Afnca 
but, for many it must be 
the local English 
medium, most likely ra- 
cially integrated to boot. 

Those who have left 
have been largely 
townsfolk, the ones with 
the more mobile skills; 
those that have stayed 
are mainly farmers, who 
cannot remove their as- 
sets or are elderly. 

But the picture is not 
all one of despair. A sig- 
nificant number have 
decided to consciously 
‘adapt — not trek.”

‘Many people live 
packing and unpacking 
their bags.

A dairy and beef 
farmer in the Gwelo dis- 
trict, he ts vice-chairman 
of the National Associa- 
tion of Dairy Farmers 
and serves on a commit- 
tee of Zimbabwe's dairy 
marketing board. 

In the past, he is sure 
“we did not look at the 
aspirations of the black 
people. We must under- 
stand how black people

peace 
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are reacting and ask how 
we would have reacted in 
their situation,” says 
Liebenberg. 

He, like other Af- 
rikaners interviewed 
were, ironically, respect- 
ful sometimes to the 
point of admiration of 
Mr Mugabe. 

“Oh, hell, that man 
does exactly what he says 
he is going to do. He’s a 
man of his word,” said a 
Chipinga farmer of Mr 
Mugabe. 

Chipinga cattle and 
coffee farmer Hansie 
Willemse now attends 
rural council meetings 
with the former Zanla 
guerilla leaders and 
political commissars who 
led the assault during the 
war which claimed the 
lives of 48 whites in the 
district. Both sides cope 
well with each other, he 
Says. 

Willemse records that 
not one farmer has left 
the Chipinga distnct — a 


Strongly Afrikaans farm- 
ing area for several gen- 
erations — since Mr 
Mugabe came to power. 

His house, built in the 
shape of a Voortrekker 
wagon on the original 
Moodie farm which re- 
sulted from the Moodie 
trek in the 1890s, sur- 
vived the guerilla war 
and looks set to sit firm 
for a few more généra- 
tions. 

Pretoria University 
fine arts graduate Johan 
Burger (29) Zimbabwe 
born, does the art dis- 
plays at the Midlands 
museum in Gwelo. 

He tells how, when he 
got the job, he had de- 
cided that, if asked to do 
a display on the guerilla 
war, he would refuse and 
resign. 

He was, of course, 
asked to do it. He did it. 
The political commisars 
really liked it. And he is 
still doing displays at the 
Midlands museum. 


Some Afrikaners who 
had emigrated to South 
Africa have now re- 
turned to Zimbabwe — 
more than a little embar- 
rassed. A few orhers 
write morbid reams to 
their Zimbabwean kins- 
folk extolling the dif- 
ficulties of making the 
kind of living in Pretona 
or Bloemfontein they 
were accustomed to in 
Zimbabwe. But pride 
appears to prevent their 
return. 


The Zimbabwean Af- 
rikaners’ dilemma seems 
reducible to the con- 
flict between, on the one 
hand, a deep nationalis- 
tic calling whose heart 
beats in white man’s land 
and, on the other, mater- 
ial interest. 


Repeatedly, those 
who had decided to stay 
said in effect: ‘It’s better 
tolive like a white manin 
a black man’s country 
than like a black manina 
white man’s country.”

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MOVES TOWARD ONE=PARTY RULE CAUSE ALARM

Two years after his overwhelming electoral 
victory, Robert Mugabe's real intentions are 
becoming apparent to all. 


{In the name of reconciliation and pragmatism 
— to keep some white skills and to entice aid and 
investment — he has used Rhodesian capitalism to 
fund his Zimbabwean socialism. 

The honeymoon for the whites is over, for 
1982 is regarded by the ruling Zanu (PF) as the 
first year of “national transformation.” But trans- 
formation to what? Despite all the rhetoric of 
-omal progress, the rapid economic deterioration 
suggests another Tanzania, rather than a Kenya. 


Mugabe is moving towards the “scientific 
socialism” of the Eastern bloc. Already the 
parallels are abundant. visibly in terms of shor- 
tages and queues, and invisibly in the drive 
towards a one-party state. 

By emploving the leninist technique of “demo- 
cratic centralism,” Mugabe has transformed his 
election slogan of “power to the people” into 
“power to the party.” 

Ang since the purges of dissidents such as 
Herbert Ushewokonze and Edgar Tekere, the 


central committee of Zanu (PF) — not the cabinet 

. the focus of decis on-making in Zimbabwe. 

The coalition in the cabinet is ukely to be 
dis-olved. The discovery of the arms caches could 
he used to ban Joshua Nkomo’s Zapu. And the 
arrest of the Republican Front MP, Wally Stutta- 
ford. is the beginning of the end for Ian Smith's 
91} seats in parliament. 

Why have a parliament if all the decisions are 
to be made in the Zanu (PF) central committee, is 
the view of some Zanu (PF) leaders. 

Tovaity is a key worc. W:th Zapu and RF 
elements said to be in collusion with the ubiqui- 
toug spies from South Africa, in Zanu (PF) 
thinking, only a secur)ty-conscious one-party state 
can guarantee the safety of ihe “people's revolu- 
yon 
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"Zimbabwe: Reality vs Utopia"] 


If anyone objects to the emasculation of the 
Lancaster House agreement which led to Zim- 
babwe's independence, then Zanu (PF) could use 
force. The prime minister has publicly cast doubts 
about the loyalty of semior Zapu personnel in the 
integrated army. 

Accordingly, Mugabe is said to be placing 
more emphasis on the Korean-trained Fifth Bri- 


gade based in Inyanga near the Mozambique 
border. 

But the major problem in Zimbabwe stems 
from impending economic collapse, not a military 
struggle. South Africa is blamed for much of the 
malaise: for example, the reluctance to lend 
locomotives, the cancellation of the preferentia! 
tyade agreement, and the “expulsion” of thousands 
of black Zimbabweans working in South Africa. 

And this country has heen blamed fer sabo 
tage in Zimbabwe which ig said to have caused 
mvestors to shy away. 


In fact, Mozambique ts as much to blame as 
South Africa. Maputo has held out for high tanffs 
for the transit of oil from Beira to Umtali, and no 
oi] is flowing through Mozambique to the petroi- 
starved Zimbabwean economy. 

As one columnist in the pro-government 
Sunday Mail commented: “With all due respect to 
my Mozambican brothers and sisters, I confess 
once again that I would not have been ungrateful 
if Cecil Rhodes had seized Beira and the whole of 
the Manica and Tete provinces.” 

The Mozambique Government ts applying a 
classic tactic of capitalist leverage. while Zimbabwe 


continues to implement its programme of social- 
ism. True, there are positive aspects: one million 
more children are at school than were there at the 
end of the war. 

More than 100 rural health care clinics are 
planned in the current financial year. But whites 
argue that it was bleck guerillas who closed the 











schools and clinics during the war, and it is the 
whites’ (dwindling) tax base that is paying for the 
reconstruction. 

Severe cuts in foreign currency allocation and 
the emigration of white skills have led to dramatic 
drops in production, up to 70 percent in some 
cases. 
With new rules severely restricting the right 
of employers to dismiss workers, employee indisci- 
pline has undermined productivity. When black 
supervisors try to remonstrate with recalcitrant 
workers, they are labelled as ‘‘sell-outs.”’ 

Drought and foreign currency shortages (trac- 
tor allocations were cut by a drastic 85 percent 
during the present quota) have threatened a 
farming industry already bedevilled by chronic 
transport blockages. Pay hikes have fuelled infla- 
tion and minimum wage legislation has created 


unemployment, particularly among domestic 
workers. 
Mugabe regards the economic changes as vital, 


both to establish socialism as well as 10 Keep at 
least some of his electoral promises to a partially 
disaffected black electorate that is losing faith in 
the ruling party. 

But worse is the lack of faith among foreign 
investors and the local white business community. 

While the Zanu (PF) leaders castigate South 
Afnca and propose fresh trading links with the 
bankrupt neighbouring states, the business comniu- 
nity is unlikely to renew its confidence. 

So far, Mugabe's switch to socialism has not 
totally destroyed the old Rhodesian economy, 
simply because toans and the remaining white 
expertise have kept businesses ticking. 

If the rising crescendo of Mugabe's rhetoric 
continues to be transformeg into practice, the 
loans and the whites will dwindle away. The North 
Koreans and the Cubans will then be left with the 
tusk of rebuilding the promised Utopia from the 
economic debris.

The internal struggle 


in Zimbabwe is not 
simply Zapu (Ndebele) 
versus Zanu (Shona).

groups view with some 
concern the centralisa- 
tion of power in the 
hands of Karangas such 
as Munangagwa, the 
Zanla chief, Rex Nhon- 
go. and Richard Hove, 
the minister in charge 
of police. 

Facing such internal 
enmities, it is not sur- 
prising that Mugabe 
should choose to exag- 
gerate the _ external 
threat from Sovth 
Africa. Recently he 
accused Pretoria of 
working systematically 
with insurgent 
movements in Angola, 
Zambia.

South Africa has also

However, one of the 
problems has been Zim- 
babwes alleged proof 
of South African invol- 
vement in the anti- 
Frelimo campaign. The 
former Rhodesian CIO 
started up the Mozam- 
bican resistaMce forces 
and now some of the 
senior ex-Rhodesian 
Operators are back at 
work in the SADF, as- 
sert intelligerce sources 
in Salisbury 

Other behind-the- 
scenes opérations have 
soured links between 
Salisbury and Pretoria. 
According to officials 
in Salisbury, Sout 
Africa seized a large 
consignment of arms 


and ammunition des- 
tined for Zimbabwe. 
Because they had been 
ordered during the 
Rhodesian war, the Mu- 
gabe government war 
ted Pretoria to keep 
the arms, but, not un- 
reasonably, asked for 
payment. Although 
some of the consign- 
ment was lacer 
released, the remainder 
was kept without 
payment.

Section 
50 (1) of the Law and Order (Maintenance) Act says anyone found guilty of 
committing an act of terrorism or sabotage with intent to endanger the main- 
tenance of law and order is liable to be sentenced to death or life imprison- 
ment. Section 50 (3) (b) says anyone conspiring with others to aid, procure 
or commit an offence defined in section 50 (1) shall be guilty of the same 
offence. Section 37 (1) says anyone possessing offensive weapons or material 
shall be guilty of an offence unless he can prove he held the weapons legally 
or had a good excuse. If the arms are arms of war, the guilty person is li- 
able to be sentenced to death or life imprisonment. If they are other arms, 
the maximum penalty is 20 years’ jail.
